The In su Rural exercises of the city 
grovernmont of 1893 were held at three 
o’clock Monday afternoon. 

After preliminary organisation in the 
respective chambers the members of the 
oity council formed in line and under the 
«n»cort of City Messenger Wellington 
prooeoded to the upper hall. 

There was quite a number of ladies and 
Kontlemen in the hall gathered to witness 
the inauguration of the mayor and city 
council for 1893. 

Upon the platform were seated Mayor 
liormon K. Hibbard, Mayor-elect John 
ji. Fonno, ex -Mayors William 1’. Ellison 
and d. Wesley Kimball, Her. Ceo. W. 
Shinn, 1). I).. .lodge John C. Kenuedy, 
City Clork Isaac F. Kingsbury, City 
Afesseuger J. 1). Wellington. 

City Clerk Kingsbury presided and the 
■exercises were opened with prayer by 
Rev. Dr. Shinn. 

The oath of oflioe was administered to 
Mayor-elect Johu A. Fenno by Judge 
Kennedy, after which the oath was taken 
ky the hoards of aldermen and common 
council respectively, administered by the 
mayor. 

MAYOR FKNNO'S INAUGURAL. 

The inaugural address as follows was 
4 ben delivered:

>i outer tho affairs of 
the City of Newton, 1 desire to express 
to our follow citizeus the siucere appreci- 
ation which we feel for the honor con- 
ferred upon us, and to assure thorn that 
our best efforts will be givon to the' by 
no means easy task’ before us, and I 
trust that at the end of the year our 
olforts may meet with their approbation. 
The past year has been an important oue 
in the history of this City. 

New enterprises and projects have 
been Immght forward, some of which 
are destined to be of lasting benefit. 
Chief among these is iho question of 
abolishing grade crossings; a question 
that interests every citizen. An entirely 
new solution of this problem, bold in 
•conception and worthy of consideration, 
Jias beeu offered. I refer to the plan 
proposed by Mr. Langford. The whole 
sjuestion has wisely Jbecn roferred to a 
commission of engineering experts, and 
their report will be necessary before any 
judicious action will he possible. In 
connection wi'h this aud, perhaps de- 
pendent upon it, is the proposed widen- 
ing of Washington street, so .that we 
tmay have a broad avenue through the 
northern part of the city. Another 
broad avenue on the southern side of the 
city is also proposed and a commission 
of threo citizens of Newton has beeu ap- 
pointed to consider and report to the 
•city council this year, “as to a system of 
boulevards which shall be for the im- 
provement of the uuoccupied and other 
ieriitoryof the city of Newton.” These 
aud other improvements will domand 
your careful attention; conservative as to 
the present, and yet broad enough to ad- 
vance the prosperity of the city in the 
tfnture, and encourage that growth of 
population which will surely come, if 
■vise action is taken in regard to them.

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

This department is second to none 
othor in efficiency and in the results 
reached. Tho great work of the Inst 
three years, of increasing the water Slip 
ply and introducing tho high service, ItaR 
been practically completed and no ex- 
traordinary expenditure of money will 
he necessary, for some years to come. 
The total number of miies of pipe laid ) 
is 105; the number of sorvico connections 
is 5000. The receipt* from water rates 
Inst year were $82,023, no increase of 
$0703 over tho previous year. 

PURt.lC PROPERTY. 

The school houses ami othor buildings 
belonging to ’he city are in fairly good 
condition. Two now buildings, the No- 
naututn hose house and tho building for 
the use of the water department, nro 
nearly completed, and will soon be ready 
for use. 

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 

The efficnency of this doparttneut has 
been maintained during the past year. 
The appropriation for this year is $115,- 
350, an increase ovor last year of $2860. 
This large amount, togothor with some 
incidental amounts expended under tho 
direction of this department, shows you 
tho magnitude of t lie work to ho done, 
and it will require tho constant and care- 
ful attention of the committee, to whom 
its management will be outru tted. Tho 
plau adopted two years ago of detailing 
picked men to take care of tho principal 
streetR, has continued to work well, and 
1 would suggest that tho number of Bitch 
men be increased tho presont year. 

STREET LIGHTS. 

The service in this department has not 
been entirely satisfactory, and I would 
recommend that the committoo take 
Bitch steps as may bo necessary to im- 
prove the same. 

SEWERS. 

The important work of constructing 
sewors has been continued during tho 
past year. About eight miles have been 
completed in West Newton and six and 
one half miles in Newton Centre, a total 
of about fourteen and oue half miles, 
aud a crand total in two years of about 
thirty-two and one half miles. 518 
house connections ate in U9e. Plans 
are prepared for a further extension 
through Auburndaiu. 

ORDINANCE RELATING TO DRAINS AND 

SEWERS. 

I now call your attention to the pres- 
ent ordinance. Among property owners 
there is a general dissatisfaction with 
the sewer assessments. They think the 
method of assessment not only inequit- 
able, hut especially burdensome to tho 
owners of small estates. To them it 
does not appear just that laud worth teu 
cents or less per foot should pay as much 
per area as laud worth fifty cents or 
more per foot. If a larger per cent of 
the cost of construction than the presont 
ordinance provides for was borne by tho 
city, tho high priced laud would thereby 
pay more thau cheaper land, and pet- 
sonal property would also hear a propor- 
tional part of the expense. This would 
to a certain extent equalize the burden. 
Since the sewer ordinance was first pro- 
posed, I have been in favor of this plan. 
In considering this subject, it will be of 
primary importance to ascertain the 
legality or illegality of changing the 
present ordinance, after seventeen or 
more thousand dollars of assessments 
have been paid. Should it be decided 
that it cau be legally done, I recommend 
a careful revision of the whole ordi- 
nance. 

POLICE. 

The service performed by the depart- 
ment has beeu satisfactory. The ap- 
piopriatiou for this year provides for 
four additional patrolmen; a force none 
too large for the duties demanded of it.

The increase in the city debt dining 
ihe 7 »ast year was for the purpose of con- 
structing sewers. 

It has been the practice of the city for 
many years, duriug the spring aud sum- 
mer months, to borrow money in antici- 
pation of taxes to pay tue running ex 
polities or the city. By a recent decision 
of the Attorney General the extent of 
"Ibis borrow iuc must he kept within the 
• debt limit of the city. As that debt 
Wrmit bus been practically reached, this 
oily, like many others ot the Common- 
(wealth, finds' itself unable to borrow 
money. I suggest that y<*u co-operate 
with the otliei rHies to remove tins dis- 
ability. To d • this, the city council of 
last year au’h oizHd anil requited the 
tsayor to petition the Legislaiui ** of 1893 
"for such legislation as may be in ces™iiy 
t.o exclude the amount of indelr.ediieas 
incurred in coustruc'iug sewers from the 
amount of indebietlne s to which the 
«eity is limited, aud also, to exclude from 
waiii limit of indebtedness, temporary 
loans in anticipation of taxes.” Unless 
that petition is acted upon favorably by 
the Legislature, the city will he unable 
to borrow money to extend the sewers, 
or to pay the ordinary ruuuiug expenses 
previous to tho receipt of this year s 
taxes in November next. To prevent 
threatened embarassment, 1 request your 
#*arly attention to this financial condition.

The people have again spoken in tho 
most emphatic manner against tho sale 
of liquor in this city; and it will bo my 
duty to see that this law is strictly en- 
forced. 

I'lltE DEPARTMENT. 

This depaitment maintains its high 
state of discipline. Oue new engine was 
purchased dutiug the past year, and the 
equipment is now in first-class condition. 
The loss by tin* for the year ending Dec. 
31. 1892, was $24,000 on which there was 
insurance paid to the amount of $18,000. 

POOR AND ALMSHOUSE. 

The amount available for the care of 
the poor and needy is ample for its 
purpose, and, as usual, will be wisely 
expended. Fortunately, the uumber of 
pet sous ip this city requiring aid is very 
nmall, as compared with other cities and 
towns. 

HOARD OF HEALTH. 

I note w ith pleasure that the cities and 
towns bordering on Charles river are 
consideiing measures for purifying the 
waters of the stream. ThU is necessary 
if Newton is to retain its present good 
reputation fur liealthfuluess. Perhaps 
no action outside the hoard of health 
will be called for; but any plau that niuy 
accomplish this object, and seems 
reasonable, may well receive your encour- 
agement. I shall endeavor to appoint 
as members of this board two gentlemen, 
oue from the board of aldermen and one 
from the common couucil, who will take 
an active interest iu all matters coming 
before them. This board having the in- 
spection of house plumbing, the over- 
sight of the general sauitary condition of 
the city, and more or less coutrol over 
contagious diseases whtu they prevail, 
will have important duties to perform. !

No institution iu the city is more 
worthy of support than this, and tho 
good it does to the poor and unfortunate 
is inestimable. It very properly looks to 
the city for a certain degree of fostering 
care, and 1 have no doubt but what it 
will be fatrly dealt wi h iu the future, as 
in the past. That the people are alive to 
its value, is proved by their liberal re- 
sponse to its appeal for uid on the recent 
Hospital Sunday. Worthy of mention, 
is the generosity of two of our citizeus 
iu providing fundH for the erection of a 
nurses' home on the Hospital grouods. 

STREET RAILWAYS. 

Another street railway has beeu 
opened to public use during the last 
year, aud is iu successtul operation. 
Two more have been projected. The 
need of these railways in Newtou has 
beeu clearly demonstrated during tho 
last two yeais. aud their usefulness will 
increase as time goes on, aud prove a 
great convenience to the people. 

REGISTRATION. 

The registratiou for the National and 
.State election iu November was 4708. 
The number of votes oast was 4324. The 
registiatiou for the city election iu 
Decembei was 4709.

CI nr REPORTS 

An ordinance provides that reports of 
all departments shall annually he pre- 
sented to the city council before* Fohruary 
15th. I regret to say that this, in tho 
past, has not been done. The eompleto 
reports of tho year 1801 have not yot 
been published. Tho information con- 
tained in those reports may bo, and 
usually is important, and I soo no reason 
why, with proper diligence, they may 
not ho published early in tiro year. 1 
hope all the officials will bo prompt this 
year in presenting their reports com- 
pleted. within the limits designated in 
the ordinance. The last edition of the 
Municipal Kegistor published in 1888, is 
exhausted, and I would recommend that 
another edition he published at aR early 
a dato as convenient. This may itivolvo a 
revision of some of t lie ordinances. 

Gcntlomen of tho City Counoil: — I havo 
thus briefly endeavored to review tho 
affairs of the city of Newton as they np- 
pear to mo.

CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THE RETIREMENT OF TIIK OLD, AND INITI- 
ATION OF THE NEW CITY COUNCIL— THE 
COMMITTEES FOR 1893— A COMPLAINT, 


THE OLD. 

The last session of tho board of alder- 
men for 1892 was held at 2 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon, the mayor presiding, and 
all members present with the exception 
of Aldermau Hat bach. 

The records were read and approvod. 

A communication from Commander 
Swoetlaod of Chas. Ward Post, 62, G. A. 
R., inviting tho oity council to atteud 
their installation exercises and a camp- 
fire in Masonic hail, Thursday ovening, 
Jan. 5, was accepted aud referred to tho 
next city council. 

. Alderman Coffiu presented an order 
rescinding an order passed Dec. 23, 1889, 
takiug laud notr the estates of Wm >S. t 
Appleton aud others, to supply Nowton 
with water, and reserving tho right to 
hold only a portion of same, a descrip- 
tion. to be filed at the registry of douds 
office. The order passed. 

$5000 FOR SETTLEMENTS. 

An older authorizing the Water Board 
to expeud $5000 to effect a settlement 
with owners of lands seized by tho city, 
was adopted. 

Alderman Wilson submitted an order 
instructing the city treasurer to pay *7,- 
252.25, the premium on tho sale of 200 
sower bonds of $1000 each to tho sewer 
commissioners.. 

Two (petitions for apportionment of 
sewer nssesstneuts in ten equal parts 
were reccivod. 

ANOTHER PARK MATTER. 

Alderman Spraguo presented au order 
for an appropiiation of $2275 for the 
purchase of 73,728 feet of land in Ward 
Four, bordering on the Charles river 
with a boat house thereon, for park pur- 
purposes. 

The question was raised if this land 
w5s a portion of that proposed by the 
citizens of Auburndale through Mr. Geo. 
M. Fisko for a public park, and it was 
fouud to have nothing to do with that 
park. 

Alderman Hyde favored the appropria- 
tion. 

Alderman Wilson did not believe iu 
tho city buying park laud outright with- 
out the citizens beuefittod paying a pro- 
portion. 

Alderman Sprague said the laud was 
worth twice the price asked. It had a 
fine frontage ou the river aud would be a 
desirable put chase. 

Aldermau Coffiu wanted it referred to 
the next city gov. rnmeut. 

Alderman Hyde said it would be a 
benefit to the city to own the property. 
The laud had been looked over and tho 
committee favored its purchase. 

Alderman Wilson thought it too late to 
try and rush through an appropriation of 
$22UO for land without due consideration. 

It was not right and he should prefer its 
reference to the next city government. 

Alderman Churchill said Mr. C. A. 
Miner could explain the matter and 
wished to hear from him. 

Alderinui Hyao had sold the land at 
auction to Mr. Miner for the citizens of I 
Auburndale. 

Alderman Collin thought the park 
wanted had beeu purchased and saw no 
reuson for expending more money in this 
way. 

Mi. Miner was oilled and in explana- 
tion said the property formerly belonged 
to the Pulsifer estate, and knowing it 
would go at a low price he hud brought 
the mattei to the attention of the com- 
mittee us a good place for a public bath- 
house. The committee favored its pur- 
chase and ho bought it aud olfered it to 
the city at what it cost him. There was 
a road way aud foot path over the piece 
which when iucluded brought the area 
up to 90,000 feet. In answers to queries 
he said it was three miuutes walk from 
the Auburndale park and had nothing to 
do with it. Aldermau Sprague had told 
film tiie committee voted favorably upou 

It 

The mayor did not believe iu establish- 
j mg a precedent for the city to buy laud 
! witiiout the co-operatiou of citizens. 

Alderman Slieppud said the time was 
coming when the land along tho Charles 
river must be taken for parks. 

The boards of health iu the towns and 
cities bordering ou the river were at 
work on the matter of its foulness, aud 
the matter would probably come before 
the Legislature this vear whou some radi- 
cal changes would be made, and he be- 
lieved the city should avail itself of 
every opportuuity to secure nark luud 
bordering ou the river. 

Aldermau Sprague said it was a benefit 
not to Ward Four ulotie, but to the whole 
city. A hath house would be utilized by 
citizeus from every section. It was very 
dilfereut from a small park for a certain 
locality. 

The mayor was uot opposed to the 

I mrchase, but did uot believe a matter 
nought before the hoard at the eleventh 
hour with no time for consideration aud 
about which liauilv any of tin- hoard was 
couversaut should be decided by the 
board of 1892. The matter should go 
over to the next city government. 

Aldermau llyde preferred the judg- 
meut of meu who had served four years 
in the city council to that « i those now 
to the business and thought the former 
C'*uld competently pass such au order at 
short notice. 

Mr Miuur said tho committee had seeu 
the laud aud favored its purchase, but 
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owing to tho failure of Alderman Ilat- 
bach to call a meeting and have u pre- 
sented t«» the hoard it had dilly dallied 
along until the present t ime. The Older 
was put aud failed of passage, four votiug 
y *u and t wo nay, five votes being ueods- 
snry for adoptiou. 

REPORT OK TREASURER. 

Alderman Wilson for the finance com- 
mittco reported, finding the accounts of 
tho city treasurer correct. He then sub- 
mitted the report of the city treasurer 
for 1892: 

Ualiiuce ou hand Doc. 31, 1891, $08,953.- 
89; total expenditure, $2,156,403.30; 
balance on hand Dec. 81, 1892, $71,9712 27. 
The amount rotmivod Irom the taxes of 
1891 was $106,703.74, and of 1892 was 
$476,520.710; sewer assessments, $17, 371. 06; 
sewer construction $29,7164 56; temporary 
loan, $615,000. Tho city treasurer has 
paid for sower construction $280,759.06; 
sower maintenance. $847.86; oil Hall aud 
Killian contracts, $122,653 55; temporary 
1 mn, $665,000; water construction. $142,- 
103 50; water maintenance, $14,908 05. 

Aldermau Coffiu moved to reconsider 
the park matter and refer it to the next, 
city government, his motion ptevailiug. 

An order was adopted tikiug certain 
lauds near the estate ol Wm. 8. Apple 
ton. 

An order was adopted referring all 
unfinished business to the city govern- 
ment of 1893. 

THE COMMISSION. 

Mayor Hibbard submitted the uames 
of the following gentlemen who had ex- 
pressed thcii willingness to serve the 
city as a commission ou tho giade cross- 
ing and boulevard question: Edward B. 
Haskell, Edmund W. Con verso, Joseph 
K. Leeson. 

He thanked the board for their kind- 
ness and support during his administra- 
tion, and expressed his regret at, severing 
ties of so pleasant a nature w ith oach. 

Tho board then adjourned sine die. 

C7oniinoit C7ouucil. 

President Ruffe presided at the meet- 
ing of tho old board and all were prea- 
ont except Councilmen Downs aud Lunt. 

The business transacted was of a con- 
current nature. 

Councilman Forknail presented the 
following resolution: 

Whereas, At the conclusion of the 
municipal year of 1892. we, the metnbors 
of the common couucil desire to express 
our apprectatiou of the services of our 
esteemed President, Albert U. Roffe, 
therefore 

Resolved, That we hereby express to 
President RolTo our hearty thanks for 
his couituous and impartial couduct in 
the chair and extend to him our besl 
wishes for his future success. 

Resolved, That tho clerk he instructed 
to spread these resolutions on the 
journal. 

After a few words reviewing the 
pleasant {msociatious between president 
aud councilmen, and congratulation that 
lie was to still retain influence iu munici- 
pal affairs as a member of the board of 
aldermen, t he resolution was adopted by 
u iiuaiiiuious rising vote. 

President Roffe said few could realize 
the regret which he felt in parting 
with the members of the couuoil. 
Tiiey had beeu as one family and ho 
felt that always he had received 
the hearty support and encouragement 
of each member, witiiout which his 
labor would have been fruitless. 

Councilman Bennett presented resolu- 
tions extending the thanks of the coun- 
cil to the clerk, John C. Brimbleconi, for 
his courtesy and ability shown in the 
discharge of his duties. The resolution 
was unanimously adopted. 


THE NEW. 

The first session of the new board of 
aldermen of 1893 mot in the aldermuuic 
chamber at 3.44 o’clock Mouday aftor- 
noon. 

Mayor Fenno presided aud all members 
were present. 

I* it ESI DENT BOTH FELD. 

The first business considered was the 
election of a president of the board. The 
ballot resulted in a unanimous etioice of 
Alderman II. K. Bolhfold for president. 

Aldermau Bothfeld thanked the hoard 
for the honor conferred and appreciated 
the responsibility which might tall upon 
him, but hoped he would not be called to 
uctive service. 

Aldermau Roffe moyed that the seats 
occupied be retained during the yeur, 
which was voted favorably. 

NUMEROUS ORDERS. 

Aii order adontiug the rules aud orders 
of the board of mayor and aldermen of 
1892 for that of 18971 was adopted, also a 
similar order relating to the board alone.

AFTERNOON MEETINGS OPP08EI). 

Alderman Emerson presented an order 
that tho regular mootings of the board bo 
bold the first and third Monday of each 
month at .'1 p. m. o’clock. 

Alderman Kofto for himself would find 
it very inconvenient to attend afternoon 
meetings becauso of his business, and he 
would like to see the order amended. 

Alderman Rummy nskod how many of 
the members could take the time from 
their business? He wished to get an ex- 
pression from them before voting. 

Alderman Plummer understood that 
tho preceding city council had oltontimes 
beeu in sessiou until one and two o’clock 
in the morning and if this was a fact ho 
favorod afternoon sessions. Rut it would 
nocessarily incouvenionce many who 
want to conte before the board, and the 
majority of tho members in active busi- 
ness could not afford tho time. He did 
not see why tho hoard could not meet at 
sovon and adjourn at 10 o’clock, if uocos- 
sary, to the following evening. Ho was 
willing to vote with the majority of tho 
board. 

Aldermau Hunt could not come after- 
noons and saw no necessity for a chango 
from tho old custom. Tho board could 
adjourn at any time. Another objection 
was the work of committees, much of 
which must be done in tho day time. 

Alderman Emerson in support of his 
ordor said there were only two meetings 
each month aud it would be very disa- 
greeable to have to remain in session 
until early morning. He did not think 
so muoh time necessary in a city liko 
Newton, and afternoon sessions would 
be favorable in securing the best class 
of men to serve in the city council.

The mayor said he would be glad to have 
anyone give tlie information requested and j 
Mr. Drew responded by baying the only way 1 
in which such questions could he foreseen, 
was through the reports of the superinten- 
dent, oue of the best illustrations being . 
that of the report last submitted. The I 
subject hud been referred to the commit- 
tee and each member wus in possession of | 
the question to secure such information 
for lus action in the matter us desired. 

The board then udjourned. 


Reform in our City Government. 

To tho Editor of the Graphic: 

The communications from Mr. Johu T. 
Langford in your issues of Dee. 23rd, 
aud Dec. 30th, ou the subject of | 
Municipal Government should be read by ; 
all of our citizeus, for the municipal i 
government so directly affects us all, j 
oach and every oue, that it is a matter of 
almost individual importance. 

The desirability of the broudest public , 
discussion of all publio matters is very 
manifest to all thinking men, uud in 
order to keep tlie ball rolling, which Mr. 
Liugford has started. 1 here present 
some suggestions us to methods of 
election ot members of our city govern- 
ment. Whether lliey are of value or not 
your many readers will judge. 

Let the mayor havo a salary of uot less 
thau $1500, be elected for uot less than 1 
two years and not he eligible for im- 
mediate re-election. 

Let tlie aldermen be elected for two I 
years and uot be eligible for immediate 
re-election. The elections for uldermeii 
should he so urrauged that three ment- 
hol s of the board should retire oue year 
and four iho next. Hy this unaugeiiiuiit 
there w ould be at least three experienced 
men in the board of aldermeu every 
year. 

Let the members of the ooinuiou coun- 


cil bo elected in tho same tnannei as at 
present,, viz: for one year ami eligible for 
re-election as frequeir.ly as the voiers of 
their several wards see tit to send them 
to City Hall. 

I would also say that 1 think some 
good plan ought cortainly to be devised, 
whereby the election of members of the 
city government should bo completely 
divorced from nil political organiz itionn, 
for the work to be done at City Hall is 
simply the work necessary to the carry- 
ing on of a great business corporation 
and is in co sense political. 

Trusting that this subject will attract 
general attention and draw out many 
suggestions from tho citizens of Newton, 
and that tlie result will be for the best 
good of our beautilu! city. I remain,

Have not tlie Republicans loaded 
enough on the boasted intelligence of 
Massachusetts witb their Haile-Ilamlin 
claims, without limiting around foi any 
more examples of general stupidity? 
Now let this Australian ballot stand just 
as it is. Wo need it to help our “intelli- 
gent” citizens to climb up to the capacity 
of exercising ordinary care and intelli- 
gence and discrimination in voting, and 
to a due comprehension of what their 
children are being taught in the lower 
grades of the primary schools. 

This ballot is proving to be the most 
valuable thing that lias beeu put upon 
our Rtatutu books in years. It is com- 
pelling citizeus to depart from their ap- 
parently long-accustomed way of voting 
like so many nndiscrimina'.iug, unintelli- 
gent aud bluuderiug machines, whose 
only function in elections was to accept 
the nominations supplied by the politi- 
cians, take the party ballot as it was 
handed to them by the same politicians 
at the polls aud put it in the box. Let 
us keep this ballot law just ns it is. It is 
a more precious boon oven than bad been 
auticipated. No amendment of it to 
make straight party votiug easier! No 
amendment of it to save the stupid aud 
oarcles* aud uudiscriraiuatiug from 
trouble!— Springfield Republican.

man who has a lot 100 feet square may 
be assessed more pet foot than his op- 
posite neighbor, whoso lot runs 400 foot, 
or more back into a swamp, and still the 
latter might he taxed nioro por foot than 
he could sell it for. Such cases have not 
been unknown in Newton. Assessors 
are not infalliblo, any more than other 
men. 

Their duty is not a pleasant one, for 
they have to provide the ways and means 
for citv expenses, find personal property 
which the average man does not rush 
forward to havo inserted in the tax list, 
and to put a fair price on overy estate, 
which many owners are only anxious to 
get in at a muoh lower rate than they 
would sell it for. Their work always 
makes enemies, but that it is no reasou 
why thoy should not be judged fairly and 
impartially. With the constant improve- 
ments going on all over Newton, values 
change rapidly, and land that one yoar 
is only fit for pasture may the next yoar 
be worth a good price for house lots. It 
takes a very active set of mon to keep up 
with those changing rates, and if any 
criticism is to be passod on the assessors 
it is the broad one that they have property 
in the centers of population higher, and in 
the outskirts lower than the real value. 
A case iu point oocurred in Ward Six last 
year, where the city had to pay 27 cents a 
foot for land that was taxed at acre 
rates, and in Ward Five, where a man got 
a larger price from the railroad for a few 
acres than his whole farm was taxed for. 
This only shows that the price people 
are willing to have the assessors put 
on their land, and the price they w'ill 
sell for, are two very different things. 
Still, in localities where land has not 
chaugcd hands for years, it is difficult to 
fix a just price, aud that is one reason 
why the assessors should carefully study 
the real estate market, and correct one 
year any mistakes they made the year 
before.

MAYOR FENNO’S INAUGURAL. 


It is not a lengthy affair, and for that 
reason it should be carefully read by 
every citizen. The facts stated are im- 
portant, and a good deal is crowded into 
a small space. The different depart- 
ments of the city are briefly noted and 
the important figures connected with 
them given. 

But the message is by no means a dry 
summary of facts. The careful reader 
will see in it the issues that were at stake 
in the last city election, aud Mayor 
Fenuo’s opinions are stated iu the quiet 
out forcible way that was characteristic 
of him when he was a memberof the city 
government. Take the grade crossing 
problem, for instauce, the Langford plau, 
which received such scant favor at the 
hands of the last city government, is re- 
ferred to as “worthy of consideration,” 
and the appointment of the commission 
of engiueeis to give intelligent considera- 
tion to the whole problem, is endorsed 
by the statement that their report must 
be waited for before any judicious aotiou 
can be taken. The Council is advised 
that this and other improvements will de- 
mand their careful attention; “conserva- 
tive as to the present and yet broad 
enough to advance the prosperity of the 
city in the future, aud encourage that 
growth of the city which will surely 1 
come if wise action is taken.” This is 
the view to take of the improvements 
and the Council could not have been 
given wiser advice. 

The indebtedness of the city is touched 
upon, aud attention called to the fact 
that although the increase in the city 
debt was a little over $400,000, yet ex- 
penditures for sewers increased the debt 
over half a million. As the limit is so 
nearly reached, application will have to 
be made lo the Legislature to have 
temporary loans and the sewer indebted- 
ness excluded from the debt limit, which 
ought to have been done long ag •>. The 
comforting statement is given, however, 
that Newton h is plenty of company iu 
the embarrassment it labors under from 
the recent decision of the attorney gener- 
al. 

The importance of purifying that por- 
tion of the banks of the Charles river ly- 
ing iu Newton is alluded to and it is 
hoped that this will receive the early at- 
tention of the proper authorities.

There is no 
doubt of bis ability to do it, and be 
ought to be convinced that it will be 
well worth his wbilo. The National 
Sonate is too full already of small parti- 
sans aud mere millionaires. 


Mu. Charles Wells Hubbard’s 
gift of a tract of laud for a public park 
was accepted by tho town of Weston, 
Saturday, aud as the tract of 10 acres 
fronts on the Charles River, the matter 
is of direct interest to Newton, as it lies 
direotly opposite the river from this 
city. Other Weston citizens are said to 
be contemplating similar gifts, so that 
ultimately tho whole river front of Wes- 
ton may bo a public park. Possibly 
some Newton proprietors of land abut- 
ting on the river may be inspired to take 
similar aotion, and at any rate, a begin- 
ning has been made by the Auburndalo 
Improvement Association. 


The movement iu favor of afternoon 
sessions of the board of aldermen did 
not succeed, most of the members being 
unable to leave tbeir business during the 
day time. As the members get no sala- 
ries they can hardly be expected to make 
any more sacrifices than are absolutely 
necessary, aud the new members will 
find the demands upon their spare time 
all that they desire to give, even without 
afternoou sessions. The position of an 
alderman in the city of Newton is no 
sinecure. 


Waltham is discussing plans for mak- 
ing a public park out of Prospect Hill, 
and taking one hundred acres for the 
same. The Hill is a favorite objective 
point for Newtou pedestrians, for the 
extensive views obtained from the sum- 
mit, and it is hoped the Waltham city 
government will carry the scheme 
through.

Pro- | 
fauity is a mere explosion of souinl, | 
closely allied to the dog’s bark and the 
cat’s squall. It is not so wicked as it is 
beastly. It is the natural language of a 
vulgar fellow who has no art of high I 
language. Half the world talks by ex- , 
plosion and expletives. The more bcasi- 
ly a man’s habits the more profane in- 
becomes by necessity. It is his natural | 
language. What a stretch it is from i 
such a man to Coleridge or Emerson or 
Lowell! 

1 heard of u man the other day, “Aii, 
he is a great scientist, to t>e sure, but he 
is also such a splendid talker.” The urt 
of sayiug line things finely you cannot 
afford to be without. “Live with wolves 
aud you will leuni to howl,” says the 
Bpanish proverb. We ought to l>e able 
to add, “Live with men aud you will 
Jearu to talk well." But that is not so 
There are too few really good talkers 
really wise and witty tongues. — E. P.

Detecting l>l»t H«* by the Rye, 

It is i»erfoctly possible, by means of 
tbe instruments of the Nineteenth cen- 
tury, to exactly learn the optical condi- 
tion of an eye, to decide just what 
glasses, if any. are needed for its perfect 
working, and it is also possible to look 
in upon it. and by the appearance of its 
tissues and its blood vessels to decide as 
to tbe existence of serious disease when 
there are few other symptoms that point 
to it. when there may be none besides to 
be found in the Ivxly that positively 
prove it. 

I may mention two classes of disease, 
one constitutional and the other local, 
which illustrate this statement. The 
eye mirror opthalmoscope is the instru- 
ment by which such things are settled. 
Bright’s disease, a name carrying dread 
to many a household, is the constitu- 
tional disease to which 1 refer. In not 
n few cases the diagnosis of it is made 
by the examination of the retina with 
the eye mirror. 

The expert will make no mistake if 
the eye gives evidence of it, for its signs 
are positive iu minute hloeding from the 
blood vessels and peculiar fawn colored 
spots on the retina. The surgeon dreads 
to find them, because they are evidence 
of an advanced stage of the malady 
which prematurely destroys so many 
lives. Bright’s disease is in fact a de 
generation of many of the tissues of the 
body, the walls of the arteries being 
among them. In no part of the body 
can this degeneration be so readily de- 
tected as in the retina of tbe eye. — Cos- 
mopolitan. 

Pure Narcotic Death. 

Under chloroform, as under all anaes- 
thetic gases and vapors, there is a mode 
of death which may be called the final 
or natural. It need never be produced, 
and never could be except under the 
most unskillful management, and it is a 
long time in its progress. When dentil 
does occur in this manner it is by the 
slow extinction of the natural animal 
zymosis, and is illustrated, as to method, 
perfectly by tbe simple experiment of 
gradually extinguishing a candle in a 
confined space by introducing vapor of 
chloroform into the air that fills the 
space. 

It can be illustrated also by the ex- 
periment of stopping ordinary fermenta- 
tion by the presence of chloroform, aud 
even by the simpler process of using 
chloroform vapor as a preservative of 
animal tissues fr-un decomposition. All 
anaesthetics are open to kill in this man- 
ner, but that is the safest anaesthetic 
which puts out life in no other manner, 
which does not, that is to say, cause 
either of tbe reflexes of spasmodic char- 
acter during administration.— Asclepiad.

WOMEN AT ENGLISH RACES. 

They Are Nrurlj Alwny* Wrnltliy nml 
Attend llcrnitae They Love Sport. 

Tin* women one sees at the races here 
are the women of the fashionable world, 
beautifully attired, escorted by gallants. 
They move about on the lawn, or pre- 
side at their luncheon tables under tin* 
trees or over their hampers in their car- 
riages; they chat and promenade, taken 
light interest in the races, walk about 
the paddock and look at the horses, de 
the honors in a box or rest in their seats 
at the gratnfr stand; but one doesn’t see 
them battling out money to put on a 
horse or chasing around to find out 
“wlmt’s good in this raco.” One doesn’t 
see them consulting the tips in the morn- 
ing papers, or Jack's tips, or anybody’s 
tips, or in any way showing that they 
are afflicted with a severe attack o ? 
gambling fever. 

The English women are the most 
charming feature of the English races. 
They, with their lovely toilets and holi- 
day airs, givo it the garden party flavor 
that helps to keep it a sport instead of a 
business. 

But it’s not in nature for them to al- 
ways look on and never participate. 

English women lmvo a finger iu the 
racing pie also. You’d hardly suspect it 
to watch them at the races, but they do. 
They are usually women who go racing 
for the love of the sport and who know 
more or less about llie horses. When 
they want to bet they ask a commis- 
sioner, some gentleman who is betting 
for himself, or else some one they can 
tip for tho trouble, to put a certain 
amount on a horse for them. No money 
passes on the course. Tho “settling” is 
all done away from there, and usually by 
letter and checks. 

Women who bet heavily and contin- 
ually — and there are such — transuct their 
business directly with a bookmaker, 
just like a man. But thiH again isn't 
evident on the course. When sucli a 
woman fancies a horse she Bends a tel 
egram from her home the morning of 
the day he runs, making her bet, or she 
wires her bet — or “order” — from the 
course before the race. Usually, too, 
she’s the sort of a woman who can retail 
the latest fashionable gossip in piquant 
style, while her equine “fancy” is add- 
ing to or subtracting from her bank ac- 
count. 

There are a great many English wom- 
en who bet in this way, and who now 
aud then stand to win tidy sums in the 
early books on big races. Then there’s 
a lot of playful impromptu betting at 
places like Epsom aud Ascot. I’ve seen 
ladies lean over the front of the boxes at 
Epsom and hand the shouting bookies 
who stand in line in front of them sov- 
ereigns and half sovereigns and nauip 
their horses, to give the day zest or 
“have it to say” that they were on a 
Derby or Oaks favorite. 

And I’ve seen ladies going to and from 
the paddock at Ascot stop to have a look 
at the shouting ring, and go up to some 
bookie and make a bet “just to have the 
experience,” and the bookie would be 
“ns polite as a basket of chips,” and the 
“experience” would be filed away with 
those other wonderful ones of hedged in 
lives, like a ride on Jumbo or a dash 
into tbe slums. — London Cor. Chicago 
filter Ocean.

Preserving Charles River Scenery. 

Tho acceptance of the gift of a tract of 
land on the Charles river by the town of 
Weston for a public park last Saturday 
is an event of far more than local signifi- 
cance. It affects tho interests of Bostou 
in an important manner. It will be ob- 
served that Mayor Matthews, in his in- 
augural yesterday, dwelt particularly 
upon the necessity of providing, in an 
onlighteucd fashion, for the metropolitan 
growth of Bostou, and that one of the 
aspects which hoomplmBized was the im- 
provement of the health and beauty of 
the city hy the reservation of ample park 
lands iu tbe surrouuding country, and 
puhlio ownership of the various river- 
ways. This is iu lino with the investiga- 
tions of the metropolitan park commis- 
sion, aad it is understood that a compre- 
hensive plan for meeting these neods will 
bo reported to the Legislature at an early 
date, The commission is said to have 
been much impressed with the necessity 
of action looking to tho public ownership 
of the hanks of the Charles, both from a 
sanitary and recreative point of view. 
The park just presented to Westou, 
together with the recent action of Now- 
ton relating to a beautiful tract at Au- 
burudale, makes a notable beginning 
toward securing the desired ends. 

The new park in Weston, which is the 
gift of Mr. Charles Wells Hubbard of that 
town, comprises about nineteen acres of 
beautifully diversified meadow and wood- 
land bordering East Newton street und 
the river, forming u part of the picturesque 
valley through which the Bostou & Al- 
bany railroad winds its way between 
Riverside aud Wellesley Farms stations. 
So much interested have prominent citi- 
zens of YY’estou become iu the proposed 
recommendations of the metropolitan 
park commission, und so desirable do 
they regard the periuaueut preservation 
of the beauty of the river hanks, that it 
is understood that, in case the Legisla- 
ture favorably considers the commis- 
sion's report, Mr. Hubbard’s example 
will he followed hy further gifts of land 
so tliat ultimately the entire frontage of 
the Charles in the town of YY’estou may 
he dedicated forever to tho use and ou- 
joymont of tho public. This will not 
only preserve one of the most beautiful 
parts of the river, hut will go a very long 
way toward securing tho desired “action 
relating to the entire stream. 

Tho Charles river lias the samo value 
to the people of Bostou aud its metro- 
politan surroumliugs that the upper 
river Thames hears to the inhabitants of 
Loudon. It is u great factor iu the re- 
creation of the people. Particularly im- 


Urglng a Canal Nyatem for Europe. 

The president of the Vienna corn ex- 
change in a recent speech said that grain 
growing in Europe has ceased to be re- 
munerative, owing to the development 
of new agricultural regions and to the 
lowering of railrond rates. The only 
chance ho could Bee for tho European 
farmer was in the construction of a net- 
work of canals in central Europe. Cheap 
water transportation would help tho Eu- 
ropean fanner against the competition 
of the United States, India and Aus- 
tralia.

1 conclude, therefore, heartily, that it is best, 
all things considered, thus to tender my resigns 
lion of tho duties of this nthce. as a New Year’s 
present of hopeful good for this people My 
pustorate, llluuiuated by the sincere love and 
helpfulness oi many hearts, has been, iu many 
respects, an exceptionally happy one. 

In limes tinged everywhere with a feverish 
restlessueaa, and craving lor change, in nearly 
every sphere of llte, i realixt fully, with grati- 
tude. that you have been wonderfully patieut and 
forb ariug, with me aud mine, Is all oi om many 
faults, and with a hearty lojalty shown toward 
all worthy endeavors. 

But one cannot turn ugaiu the sand-glass of 
yeais, to put the freshness of youth again into 
the pulpit, iu the person of the some individual. 
An i a new general ion lias aiisen, also that 
“knew not Joseph”; with new exigencies to be 
met and l ew measures to t>e adorned. 

Hut the past will ever be enriched with cholou 
memories to cherish, of these years of "sowing 
and reuping” iu a held where so much increas- 
ingly remains to be done. The Loid strengthen 
you lor that service. The Lord bless you iu every 
coni timed endeavor for his glor.t , and prosper >ou 
iu the desire for a successor to this pastorale who 
may lead you with more vigorous enlhu-iasm, to 
better victories. 

I will simply ask that your acceptance of this 
resignation may be lovingly unanimous, und that 
a« soon as it may stum expudieut, a committee 
may he chosen to unite with the pastor iu calling 
a council to advise us iu the premises and set 
its seal upon our action. 

Wi h renewed love and prayer for all, and with 
thanksgiving, through tears, for the rich blessings 
that Lave crowned the past, your pastor com- 
mends you once more to Him: 

“Whose greatness llows around our incomplete-

Au- 
other young horse that threatened to be- 
come u coutirmed stumbler was entirely 
cured by having extra weight put on the 
toes of his forward shoe«>. Let auy in- 
terested pei sou spend au hour or two in 
the shop of Messrs. Delaney, Lelaud A 
Hewitt ou a busy day, aui be will be 
tiruilv convinced that horse shoeing 
ought to be ranked as .iue ot the skilled 
pro essious. As they auuouuco in their 
advertisement inauother column, special 
attention is giveu over-reachiug, inter- 
fering aud leuder footed horses, aud 
trotters cau be fitted with weighted shoes 
in any style desired.

DESCRIPTION OF TI1K BUILDING—' TIIF. IN* 
TKIIIOR FITTINGS AND PICTITRK8. 

The new homo of the Highland Club 
on Walnut street, Newton Highlands, 
was crowed with guests Tuesday even- 
ing upon the occasion of the formal open- 
ing of the building. The event has long 
boon looked forward to with groat in- 
terest by club members and their fami- 
lies, and unusual preparations wore made 
to make the affair a brilliant social suc- 
cess. 

The guests began to arrive at 8 o’clock, 
and from that hour until 10 a stoady 
stream of handsomely attired ladies and 
their escorts passed through the atti ac- 
tive colonial entrance of the clubhouse 
and later found their way to the parlors, 
where the receiving party was stationed, 
standing in n corner aloovc backed with 
tall palms and having a beautiful over- 
head decoration of massed dowers, foli- 
age and trailing vine. 

The receiving party comprised Presi- 
dent Elliott J. and Mrs. Hyde, Dr. and 
Mrs. S. L. Eaton and Mr. aud Mrs. H. W. 
Taylor. 

Mrs. Hyde was gownod in green crepe 
de chine, with rich lace garniture. She 
carried a large bouquet of pink rosea. 

Mrs. Dr. Eatou wore a handsome gown 
of blue silk, V corsage, trimmed with 
Mechlin lace. She wore a corsage 
bouquet of carnations. 

Mrs. Taylor was attired in a yellow 
brocaded silk, en traine, witb corsage 
bouquet of Niphetus roses.

An orchestra stationed on the pretty 
stage in the upper hall rendered au elab-

The decorations of the house were 
very tasteful and effective. The large 
mantle in tho main hall was banked with 
ferns, roses, lilies and carnations, and 
the dreplace was completely Oiled with 
tropical plants. Tall palms were grouped 
here and there in corner recesses auci on 
the broad laudiug of tho principal 6tair 
case. The cornices were festooned with 
stringers of holly, also used in trimming 
the balustrades aud circular arch over 
the stage in the assembly hall. 

THE UUII.DINO. 

The new clubhouse fronts on Walnut 
street. It was erected by Lvmau A.lioss 
from plans drawn by Messrs. Allen & 
Kenway, architects. The buildiug is a 
composite colonial structure, with broad 
porch at the main entrance, the low roof 
of which is mounted on circular pillars, 
tapering gradually from the base to the 
overhead trusses. Passing through tho 
main entrance, one enters a large hall, 
almost square in form, the dimensions 
being 19x15 feet. It is fiuished in Eng- 
lish quartered oak, with light buff walls 
and soft ceiling tint*. The parlor is 
located on the right of the large hall, 
and is a spacious apartment, having a 
broad entrance oropeuingsurmoutited by 
a lattice work cornice, from which rich 
ecru hangings are gracefully draped. 
The apartmeut is furnished in ivory, with 
embossed cameo paper on walls and 
frieze in raised work. The ceiling is 
treated in a delicate shade of blue. The 
hangings are eciu, and the furniture con- 
sists of luxurious couches, divans and 
armchairs in Turkish effects, with plush 
trimmings in blue and maroou shades. 

Directly opposite the front entrance 
there is a reading room, octagon in shape 
with pretty til. d fireplace and oakeu 
chairs upholstered in leather. In the 
centre oi tho apartment there is a large 
carved oak reading table. 

The billiard room is in the rear of tho 
reading room, and is entered through a 
card room, which also has eu.rancts from 
the parlor and main hall. It is finished 
in Carolina pine with terra cotta walls 
and ceiling. The dimensions are 05x25. 
The equipment consists of two billiard 
and two pool tables of the J. E. Came 
pattern . 

In the second story there is au assem- 
bly hall aud small card room, to the right 
of which there is an entrance to the floor 
above occupied by the kitchen and 
ttewarrt’s apartment*.

WIIAT IT HAS TO SAY IN ITS NINTH 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The ninth annual report of the Massa- 
chusetts civil service commissioners has 
been handed in to tho Legislature. It 
covers the period from December 1, 1891, 
to December 1, 1892, and is sigued by 
Charles Theodore Russell, Arthur Lord 
and Edward 1*. Wilbur. Duriug tho year 
covered by this report there have been 
133 examina 10ns for positions in the 
public service, of which 05 were general 
competitive, aud 08 non-competiLive. Of 
the latter, 10 were cases of promotion, 
where such form of examination was 
either necessary or expedient. During 
the year 1409 persons have been 
amiued for the different offices in the 
classified service. Of the applicants ex- 
amined, 1111 were male citizens, iuclud 
iug 17 soldiei or sailor veteians, and 398 
re female citizens Of those examined 
9t)3 passed the examinations and w'ere 
placed upon the appropria 'e eligible lists 
tor certification ior appointment. Of 
these, 883 have had a common school 
education only, and 20 have attended 
college. The number appointed upon 
certification was 430, of whom 395, in- 
cluding three veterans, were male, aud 
41 female citizens. 

Tho number oi veterans appoiuted 
under the exemption law was OS. Thu 
average age of the persons who passed 
the required examinations was 30.15. and 
of those who tailed 30.44. The applica- 
tion of the civil service system continued 
to confirm the fact that, instead of con- 
fining the chance of public service to 
school boys aud girls, it calls to it per- 
sons of experience and maturity. Since 
the commission was established, in 1889, 
1101 examinations for the public service 
have heeu held, 11,442 citizens of the 
commonwealth have been examined, of 
whom 7748 passed tho examinations and 
3304 persons (outside of the labor ser- 
vice) have been appoiuted to responsi- 
ble public offices under civil service rules. 
The system established by the civil ser- 
vice act ha* now placed iu ueurly, if not 
quite, two-thirds of the public ollicos of 
Massachusetts and her cities, persons ex- 
amined, certified aud appointed under 
civil service rules. .80 adapted has this 
method of appointment proved itself to 
he to the public service, and s> accept- 
able to appointing officers aud applicants, 
that the system created by tho civil ser 
vice act aud rules has been cnfoicud 
without the necessity of recourse to the 
courts, aud without complaint of unfair- 
ness by any applicant. 

After detailing what the commissiou 
has done in Boston aud Cambridge, the 
suggestion of last year is renewed. Tho 
recommendation reads as follows: — 

First, that sectiou 15 of the civil ser* 
yice uet chapter 220 of the acts of 1884, 
be so amended as more clearly to define 
what officers are to be exempted from its 
operation. 

Second, that the district police force 
of the commonwealth be placed, like the 
police force of most of our cities, upon 
a tenure duriug good behavior. 

Third, that, as far as possible, the 
salary of every public officer bo fixed by 
statute or city ordinance, aud that tho 
system of a lump appropriation for 
clerical service iu a department, luaviug 
its distribution entirely iu the discretion 
of the head of the department, be abol- 
ished.

Inside of the Lodge Caucun. 

One of the Lodge leaders who was 
instrumental in having the senatorial cau- 
cus called at its unheard-of early date, 
has told mo to day why tho Lodge men 
took this course, says the Bo*ton corro 
spoudent of tho Springfield Republican. 
It was mainly because they did uot trust 
Speaker Barrett. They were afraid that 
if ho had two weeks moro to work in, he 
would hatch up some sort of trade with 
tho democrats, and with those members 
whom ho could influence by tho promise 
of committee positions, so that Lodge 
might fail to get a majority of the re- 
publicans, though he h id a large margin 
of them pledged aud instructed for him 
when the Legislature met. Doubtless 
other reasons operated to clinch the nail 
when it was already to bo clinched, but 
this is given as the chief reason for the 
unseemly expedition. It does uot appear 
yet whether Lodge will rosign ns con- 
gressman or will serve out tbe remainder 
of his present term before entering upon 
the senatorship. People are talking about 
his successor, and an opponent of 
Barrett’s who has heeu looking over tho 
7th district field comes to the conclusion 
that Barrett will get tbe nomination aud 
election. Tho reason is that the re- 
publicans have no other man with whom 
they can carry tho district agaiust Everott 
who will bo tho democratic nominee. 
Thus, the "logic of the situatiou" is be- 
lieved to bo in Barrett’s favor aud his 
further promotion is expectod. 1 do not 
look to see him win this fight without 
more opposition than he had in the 
speakership caudidacy, aud if he can 
capture the seventh district it will be oc- 
casion for genuine surprise. 

Oue of the leadiug democrats of Bos- 
ton, speaking of the senatorial si uation, 
said that the democrats wore perfectly 
satisfied to have Lodge elected to the 
Senate. Ho liked to have extremists 
such as Lodge and David Hall Rico elect- 
ed by the republicans. The more that 
policy was pursued by the grand old 
party, tho better it was for the democrats. 
He was glad to see the republicans take 
the men who ‘‘had the courage of their 
cusseduess" and put them in the high 
places. So much the better would it be 
for tho democrats.

The Civilization of Europe. 

I sco that Professor Potrie in his latest 
work advances the theory that Europe 
is not indebted to Egypt for its civiliza- 
tion.

I have long maintained that Egypt bor- 
rowed fully as much of her civilization 
from Europe as did Europe from Egypt. 
European civilization was really an in- 
dependent growth. Egypt and Baby- 
lonia borrowed fully as much as they 
loaned.

S uired acts independently, just as India 
id. 

More than 1,500 years before the dawn 
of the Christian ora civilization had 
made considerable progress in Greece 
and Lybia. A century later witnessed 
great proficiency in the arts. Moreover, 
this civilization was not confined to a 
corner of Europe, but stretched from 
the Mediterranean to the frozen north. 
Egypt and Babylonia did not civilize 
Greece and Italy. Greece and Italy did 
aot civilize the rest of Europe. They 
only ranked for a time as the farthest 
advanced in civilization. It was an in- 
digenous development. At last the 
archaeologists are stumbling onto this 
fttet, long patent to the careful student, 
and the knowledge appears to surprise 
them wonderfully. — St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 

Bringing Out Receptions. 

The fashion of bringing out a girl by 
aoeans of an evening reception instead of 
an afternoon tea seems to be gaining 
ground. It has the merit of being more 
distinctive at all events, as there are not 
many houses in New York that could 
stand the crush of an evening affair if 
the invitations were as general as those 
for a tea.

A Speaker’s Bight. 


Distributing Time Tables. 

Tt is a fact not generally known that 
the furnishing of railroad time tables to 
the hotels of the city is performed by a 
regularly incorporated company, who 
make that, work their solo occupation. 

Something had to bo dono to correct 
tho evil of having old time tables in 
the coatroom and porters' closets of the 
hotels which gavo nothing but misin- 
formation to tho traveler, if indeed ho 
could find any timo table at all, and so 
the general passenger agent of one of tho 
trunk line roads hit upon tho scheme of 
forming a timo tablo supply company. 
This was dono about a year ago and has 
now nssumed largo proportions. 

The profits in tho business are consid- 
erable and come from tho railroad com- 
panies. Some seventy or eighty of tho 
prominent roads of tho country aro sub- 
scribers. They supply thoir folders and 
time slij)s to the company and subscribe 
liberally for the work of having them 
distributed among tho largo hotels and 
other resorts of Now York and Brooklyn. 
Tho company furnishes each hotel with 
a neat rack, cither stationary or revolv- 
ing, and supports a delivery wagon and 
an agent, whoso duty it is to make tho 
rounds weekly, putting now timo tables 
in place and replenishing the depleted 
supply. 

As a consequence it is a far easier and 
moro certain matter to obtain accurate 
information in Now York regarding tho 
movements of western and southern 
trains than it over was beforo, and every 
one who has waited for an hour or moro 
at a lonesome railway station or has lost 
a half day through misinformation will 
bless the genius who invented a railway 
time table supply company.— New York 
Herald. 


Old and Young. 

We nre clear that it is bv no means tho 
special defect of our time that the old do 
not enter heartily into the life of the 
young. Comparing tho present genera- 
tion with generations past , we should say 
that one of tho most distinctive notes of 
the present day is the sympathy of the 
old for the young — a sympathy which the 
young generally and rather heartily ap- 
preciate. but which they do not very 
often reciprocate. Instead of conversing 
so as to turn "the back of the conversa- 
tion” toward the old, they usually expect 
and confidently expect that a good deal 
of its life and interest will be contributed 
by the old and are rather scandalized if 
the expectation be disappointed. 

In fact they habitually expect the old 
to bo juvenile in their interests, and they 
are very much seldomer disappointed 
than tho young people of forty or fifty 
years ago, if thoy had formed the samo 
expectations (which they certainly did 
not often do), would have been. Just as 
the rich are now habitually expected (and 
very often justify tho expectation) to find 
thgir deepest interest in alleviating the 
condition of the poor, so the old are now 
habitually expected to find their deepest 
interest in rendering the pursuits and 
pleasures of the young still more attract- 
ive; nor do they very often disappoint ex- 
pectation. — London Spectator.

THE ASSESSORS. 

According to reports there is to be a 
radical change in the board of assessors 
for the corning year, and at least four 
new members will be appoint'd, if the 
present plaus are carried out. Many 
men are urgent for a change, not that 
they have any special grievance against 
the present board, but it seems rather 
a manifestation of tbe same feeling that 
made a majority waut an entire now 
board of aldermen this year, aud a uew 
board of common couucil. Having suc- 
ceeded in this there is a good deal of 
pressure on tbe City Council to make it 
a uew deal all rouud. 

Who the new’ members will bo will 
probably be made public at the meeting 
of the city government next Monday 
night, and a good deal of interest is man- 
ifested in the questiou by large property 
owners. Many of them even go so far as 
to say that no man who is engaged in 
business iu Newton should bo placod on 
the board, iu order that ithere may be no 
suspicion eveu of favoritism in making 
up the tax list, but if this rule is to be 
rigidly carried out it will be hard to find 
good business men who can give tbe time 
to the duties of tbe cilice, .unless they 
have grown rich enough to retire from 
active business. 

One reasou for the agitation in this 
section of the city is the feeling that the 
assessment in Wards One and .Sevon is 
altogether too high in proportion to the 
valuation in the other wards. Ward Six 
is frequently spoken of as a place whero 
property sells largely in excess of its as- 
sessed value, while in Wards One and 
Seven property holders think themselves 
fortunate to get the tax price of their 
property. One reason for this is ot 
course, that the latter is the older part 
of the city, and values have readied the 
top timit, while iu Ward Six aud the 
newer wards the value is constantly iu- 
«reasiug, and the feeling is that new men 
will not be quite so conservative in their 
estimates. 

As we said last week no one thiuks 
the present assessors have intention illy 
done any injustice, but having made such 
a change in the City Council, the idea 
lias become contagious and there is no 
telling how far it will spread before the 
year is through. 

A noth Kit paper made some adverse 
c imrne 'its upon the award made to Mr. 
J. N. Bacon, for the land taken from his 
farm in Ward Five, for the Circuit rail, 
road. The sum was stated to lie some 
$14,000. more than the whole farm was 
taxed for, hut the writer omitted to 
state that $4,000 of this sum was for 
*jight years’ interest, reducing tin- amount 
to *10,000. It might have been stated 
also that the railroad cuts the farm in 
two parts, with a high embankment he- 
t wecu them, and that the railroad ran 
through the site of Mr. Bacon’s barn 
and other outbuildings, necessitating 
their removal. The railroad offered *5000, 
which Mr. Bacon was not willing to ac- 
cept, although he olTcred to give the 
land needed if the road would accept 
the route he desired. The questiou of the 
value of the land uudiof the proper dam- 
ages has been in dispute all these years, 
and was finally left to a commission of 
disinterested parties, which awarded the 
stun mentioned above. The B > ston & 
Albany could well afford to pay that 
puce, and they have not been so liberal 
about fares around the Circuit that auy 
sympathy need he wasted oo them, even 
if they had had to pay double tbe sum. 

This idea of giving a great railroad 
corporat on a right of way for a nominal 
sum is not as popular as it used to lie, 
before corporations became such power- 
ful monopolies. 

An instance of what the proposed 
boulevard would do for the South street 
section of the city, is given iu the report 
that a wealthy gentleman of Boston has 
secured a large estate there aud intends 
to build, if the boulevard scheme goes 
through, au expensive residence for him- 
self. This section comprises the highest 
and on that account the most eligible 
building laud iu th i city, aud there is a 
good deal of reason in the plea that it 
woyld do for Newton what the Beacon 
street boulevard has done for Brookline. 
Its wide streets would be popular for 
pleasure driving and residences would fol- 
low as a matter of course. The trend of 
population is iu that direction, aud now 
that the most desirable sites on the 
Beacon street boulevard are built upon, 
people will naturally look to Newton, if 
the same ample driveway should bo con- 
tinued through this city. Holders of

Tiik Great and General Court is get- 
ting plonty of advioo about mvking the 
ssion a short one and it will probably 
havo tho usual effect, tlmt is, none at all. 
The first month or two will be dovoted 
to getting ready to do something, and 
the next month or two to defeating the 
schemes for the benefit of somo one or 
other, and then the absolutely neoessary 
business will he rushod through in order 
to adjourn bofore tho time for “baying.” 
There are plenty of mnttors that ought 
to receive attention, such as the gas 
monopoly in Boston, but our legislatures 
have not been vory successful of late 
years iu getting any legislation through 
which was offensive to such largo “busi- 
ness interests.” Or, if auy roeasuro of 
relief was passed, it has been so tied up 
with restrictions, like tlie act for the 
adoption of municipal lighting, as to be 
practically useless, or like the lobby law, 
whoso penalties are simply laughed at, 
by the men at whom they were aimed. 
The public has not forgotten tho absurd 
ending of the trial of the man who was 
accused by two membeJs of unimpoach- 
ablo reputation, of having tried to bribe 
them. Such cases do not tend to in- 
crease the respect for auy laws tho 
General Couit may pass.

IT RECEIVES MINERAL SALT FROM 
LAND AND LOSES NONE.

Therefore llie Sea In font Inually Grow- 
ing More Salty. 

Why is sort water suit? is a question 
that lias las'ii regarded ns a mystery 
an»l lias given rise to some curious specu- 
lations, lmt n little consideration on the 
subject must. I think, satisfy us all that 
ii would be very wonderful, quite in- 
comprehensible, if the waters of the 
ocean were otherwise than salt ns they 
are. 

The following explanation was first 
suggested to myself many years ago 
when receiving my first lessons in prac- 
tical chemical analysis. The problem 
then to be solved was the separation of 
the bases dissolved in water by precip- 
itating them one by one in a solid con- 
dition, filtrating away the water from 
the first, then from this filtrate precip- 
itating the second, and so on until all 
were separated or accounted for. 

But in doing this there was one base 
that was always left to the last on ac- 
sount of the difficulty of combining it 
with any acid that would form a solid 
compound — a difficulty so great that its 
presence was determined by a different 
method. This base is soda, the predomi- 
nating base of sea salt, where it is com- 
bined with hydrochloric acid. Not only 
is soda the most soluble of all the mineral 
bases, but the mineral acid with which 
it is combined forms a remarkably solu- 
ble series of salts — the chlorides. Thus 
the primary’ fact concerning the salinity 
of sea water is that it has selected from 
among the stable chemical elements the 
two which form the most soluble com- 
pounds. Among the earthy bases is one 
which is exceptionally soluble — that is, 
magnesia — and this stands next to soda 
m its abundance in sea water. 

Modern research has shown that the 
ocean contains in solution nearly every 
element that exists upon the earth, and 
that these elements exist in the water in 
proportions nearly corresponding to the 
mean solubility of their various com- 
pounds. Thus gold and silver and most 
of the other heavy metals exist there. 
Sonnenstadt found about fourteen 
grains of gold to the ton of seawater, or 
a dollar’s worth in less than two tons. 
As the ocean covers all the lower valleys 
of the earth, it receives all the drainage 
from the whole of the exposed land. 
This drainage is the rainwater that has 
fallen upon this exposed surface, has 
flowed down its superficial slopes or has 
sunk into porous land and descended 
underground. In either case the water 
must dissolve and carry with it any sol- 
uble matter that it meets, the quantity’ 
of solid matter which is thus appropri- 
ated being proportionate to its solubility’ 
and the extent of its exposure to the 
solvent. Rain w’hen it falls upon the 
earth is distilled water, nearly pure (its 
small impurities being what it obtains 
from the air), but river w’ater when it 
reaches the ocean contains measurable 
quantities of dissolved mineral and veg- 
etable matter. These small contribu- 
tions are ever injuring in and ever accu- 
mulating. This continual addition of 
dissolved mineral salts without any cor- 
responding abstraction by evaporation 
has been going on ever since the surface 
of the earth consisted of land and waiter. 

An examination of the composition of 
other bodies of w’ater wiiich, like the 
ocean, receive rivers and rivulets and 
have no other outlet than that afforded 
by evai>orution, confirms this view. All 
of these are more or less saline, many of 
them more so than the ocean itself. On 
the great tableland of Asia, “the roof of 
the world," there is a multitude of small 
lakes which receive the w’aters of rivers 
and rivulets of that region and have no 
outlet to the ocean. On a map they ap- 
pear like bags, with a striug attached, 
the bag ls?ing the lake and the string the 
river. All these lakes are saline, many 
of them excessively so. simply because 
they are ever receiving river water of 
slight salinity and ever giving off vajior 
which has no salinity’ at all. There is no 
wash through these lakes, as in the great 
American lakes or those of Constance, 
Geneva, etc. 

The sea of Aral and the Caspian are 
lakes without any other outlet than 
evaporation, and they’ are saline accord- 
ingly. The Dead sea, which receives the 
Jordan at one end and a multitude of 
minor rivers and rivulets at the other 
end and silk's, is a noted example of ex- 
treme salinity, it is. as everybody 
knows, a sea or lake of brine. The to- 
tal area of land training into the great 
ocean does not exceed one-fourtli of its 
own area, while the Dead sea receives 
the drainage and soluble matter of an 
area above twenty times greater than its 
own, and thus it fulfills the demand of 
tho above stated theory by liaving far 
greater salinity than has the great ocean. 

According to this view the salinity of 
the ocean must l>e steadily though very 
slowly increasing, und there must l>e 
slow’ly proceeding a corresi>ouding adap- 
tation of evolution amoug the inhabit- 
ants, both animal und vegetable. The 
ktudy of this subject and tho effect 
which the increasing salinity of the past 
must have hud ui>on the progressive 
modifications of organic life displayed 
by fossils is. I think, worthy of more at- 
tention than it lias hitherto received 
from jialoontologists.— W. MattienWil- 
Haius m Science.

by Paul Lind.tu is tho title of the last 
number in Appleton’s popular Town and 
Country library. It is a translation from 
rbe German and gives a very lively 
picture of life iu high circles iu Vienna, 
with an ending in the Southern states ot 
America. It i6 a powerful romance, and 
presents a rather peculiar picture of 
morality on tho continent. The author 
seems to think that the higher morality 
requires that a woman should be faithful 
to her lover, even if site is not to her 
husband, and after the heroine outrages 
the proprieties in thiH mauuer.theu Nem- 
esis overtakes her. Tho hero is a strug- 
gling artist aud playwiiter, engaged to a 
cousump ive girl iu humble circum- 
stances, and at the same time in love 
with tho wife of a Jay Gould of Vieana. 
The success of bis life comes when his 
play is produced, and at the same time 
comes his great misfortune. The situa- 
tions are carefully wrought out and the 
gradual unfolding of the plot maintains 
the iuterest to the last. 

A BTUMHLK ON TIIK THRESHOLD 
is the title of another receut issue in Ap- 
pletou's Town and Country Library, tho 
scene of which is laid iu E iglaud, chief- 
ly among tho university circles of Cam- 
bridge. It is a very healthy book, aud 
of more than common merit The life 
of three undergraduates is described, 
eacli of whom is u contrast to the other*, 
and the hero is a man of humble birth 
who by groat struggles and courage suc- 
ceeds iu ohtaitiiug a fellowship, which 
means in au English uuivorsity a life 
positiou, so long as the holder remains a I 
bachelor. He narrowly escapes disaster 
at Ihe out-etofhis university career by 
falliug iu love with a young lady to 
whom one of his friends is engaged, ‘but 
after u brave light he remains true to 
himself and his friend, and his love 
moulds all his after career. It is a rather 
worn theme, but the author brings t > it 
a freshness of spirit which makes the 
story charming. There are a number of 
interesting characters, among them t lie 
mujfi married Doan, who is always talk- 
ing of hi** wife ami explaining that when 
“I say my wife, 1 mouu my first wife.” 
One ol tho three friends possess the power 
of making himself a delightful com- 
panion iu whatever company lie liuppeus 
to be, hut he is totally lacking iu 
sincerity aud priuciple, according to the 
writer. Nevertheless the reader can uot 
help feeling that he deserves a better 
fate than is accorded him. The story 
has otherwise a very satisfactory ending 
aud is well worth reading.

leader among his mates and made friends 
everywhere. The funeral was held at the 
Methodist church on Sunday afternoon at 

1.30 o’clock, nnd seldom has public sym- 
pathy been so manifested as In the attend- 
ance at that seivice, the church being filled.

The Milk Product of Newton. 

Newton was one of the few towns in 
the state that complied last year with the 
requirements of the Cattle Commission 
in regard to the inspection of cattle. 

Dr. J. R. McLaughlin was appointed 
inspector of provisions and cattle for 
slaughter or the production of milk, by 
Mayor Hibbard, about the middle of tbo 
year, and at hi 4 inspection iu July he 
fouud 1083 cattle in Newton, kept for 
milk aud of these four wore found to be 
afflicted with tuberculosis and were 
promptly slaughtered, the owuors being 
very anxious to obey tbe law. 

At the inspection iu October bo found 
1105 cattle, a large increase, caused by 
tbe return of patroiiB from the summer 
resorts. Only two were afflicted with 
the disease, oue of which was kept by a 
private family, who sold no tnilk. Both 
were killed. 

At the July inspection 260 parties were 
found who sold milk, and in October 
203, some having gone out of the busi- 
ness. The great majority of the cattle 
iu Newton are kept iu the Oak Hill dis- 
trict, aud their milk is sold maiuly iu 
West Itoxbury aud other places outside 
of Newton. 

Tbe milk used iu Newton comes main- 
ly from Wellesley, which has not yet 
complied with Ihu law and has no in- 
spection of cattle; Weston, where the 
work is doue by tbe local board of 
health, and also from Waltham, which

haH only appoiutod an inspector tho 
present month so that really the 
careful Nowton inspection is mainly 
for tho benefit of outsiders, and Nowton 
consumers are at the mercy of other 
towns. A good deal of our milk supply 
also comes by rail from towns further 
away than those mentioned. Dr. Mc- 
Laughliu has to report each case of con- 
tagious disease he linds direct to the 
Cattle Commissioners, and he also makes 
reports to tho City Council. Tho few 
oases found hero, less than onohalf of 
one per cent, is a vory satisfactory show- 
ing, aud if tho same ratio was found in 
the rest of the state, and the same 
prompt measures taken, the quarautiue 
against Massachusetts cattle would soon 
be lifted. 

The inspection is for the benelit of the 
dealers as well as tho consumers, and 
the towns which supply Nowtou with 
milk should hasten to comply with the 
law if thoir milk dealers wish to retaiu 
their customers.

ASSESSORS. 

Roth branches o r tho city government 
mot M >nday evening with overv momber 
present. 

Mayor Fenno called tho board of alder- 
men to order promptly at 7.15, and the 
records of tho laRt meeting were read. 

TIIR SKWKII ORDINANCE. 

Mayor Fenno stated that in order to 
expedite matters he had laskod the city 
aolicitor to give an opinion as to tho 
legality of making any change in the 
sower ordinance, in the matter of assess- 
ments, and he read tho City Solicitor's 
reply, which stated tbit in his opinion 
no change could be made without authori- 
ty from the Legislature, and he sus- 
tained this opinion by quoting decisions 
of tho Supremo Court in somewhat simi- 
lar cases that came up in Cambridge and 
Somerville, to thejaffect^that | a valid 
ordinance cou ld not b e res cind ed' after as- 
sessments had been made and paid under 


A resolution was then passed authoriz- 
ing the Mayor to petition the Legislature 
to give the city government permission to 
amend, repeal or roscind tho present 
ordinance or to adopt any other system 
of assessment that would not conflict 
with tho state law. 

Mayor Fenno appointed several con- 
ductors of tho Newton Street Railway 
Co. special police, to serve without pay. 

The Newton & Boston Street Railway 
directors gave notice that they had ac- 
cepted the location granted them, Dec. 
27, ’02. on Homer street to Centre. Wil- 
low, Sumner to StitioD, to Beacon, for 
4(X) feet ou Beacon north of Centre, and 
300 feet on Homer street north of Wal- 
nut street. 

Tho Chief of Fire Department sent in a 
communication to tho effect that tho 
public safety demanded some regula- 
tions that could be enforced in regard to 
the keeping in buildings of the products 
of petroleum, and also suggested that 
tho use of bells in the streets he restrict- 
ed to the apparatus of tho fire depart- 
ment. 

The Ovoi seers of the poor sent iu thoir 
report for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 
*92, having expended $2,907. 

r iTITIONS. 

Aldermau Roffo presented the petition 
of Wm Bliss, for license to put a 4 horse 
steam boiler and eugine into the base- 
ment of Pratt’s stable ou Station street, 
for manufacturing purposes. A hearing 
was granted for Feb. Oth, at 8 p. m. 

W. F. Hill petitioned for a gravel walk 
on the corner of Lexington and Rivor 
street; referred to highway committee. 

Residents of Crescent street asked for 
one street lamp on that street, near Au- 
burn street. 

J. W. Barber asked for a hydrant on 
Summer street. 

L. A. Vaohon asked for and was grant- 
ed a license for one billiard table in 
liowe’s block, Newton. * 

John Monaghan asked for carriage 
license for West Newton. 

Some thirty or more residents of New- 
ton asked to have their sewer assess- 
ments divided into ten equal parts, pay- 
able yearly. 

ORDERS. 

Alderman Emers m presented an order 
appropriation $81,000 for city expenses 
during January and February, which was 
passed. 

Alderman Roffe reported from the 
license committee that the complaint 
against Joseph Lee and request for a re- 
vocation ot tiis hack license had been 
withdrawn. 

Alderman Rumery presented an order 
for tho appointment of a permanent 
S’reet Railway c >mmittee to consist of 
three Aldermen, Mayor Fenno explain- 
ing that such a committee was rendered 
necessary by the great number of street 
railways uow projected iu the city. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented an order 
for the adoption of sec’.ions 22 and 23 of 
•chapter 50 of the public statutes, no 
record existing of such sections having 
been formally adopted. 

Aldermau Thompson presented an 
order which was passed, authorizing the 
Mayor to petition the General Court for 
such revision of the city charter, that 
salaried city officials may he elected for a 
term of from three to live years. At the 
last revision of the charter, such officers 
•were made appointive practically tor 
life, wi'b the exception of the City 
Clerk, Treasurer and Auditor, who are 
elected "unually. The city lost all the 
benefit that other corporations enjoyed 
Iroai competition, and lie thought the 
city would be betu-r served, if the terms 
of such officials were made elective for a 
limited term of years. 

BOYD’S POND. 

The Boyd's pond nuisance came up on 
an order from Dr. Thompson, winch 
authorized the Mayor to petition the 
General Court for Mjoh legislation as 
would emble the city or the hoard of 
health t j ab ite the nuisance by taking 
the laud necessary, whether in Newton 
or Watertown, anti using the same as 
might be deemed desirable. Also to give 
the b >ard of health power to abate such 
nuisance and cause of sickness. The 
order passed. 

Ou motion of Aldermau Bothfeld the 
Mayor Wis authorized to contract with 
the Cott ige Hospital, at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $4,000. tor the caie of such citizens 
as might he suffering from illuesb 4 and 
unable to pay for proper care, under 
such regulations as l be Overseers of the 
I' mr may deem proper for the protec- 
tion of the city. 

Aldermau Bothfeld presented an 
amendment «»f the ordinance relating to 
highways, which was referred without 
reading to the committee on ordinances 
Alderman Emerson presented a ronton- 
► trance against the building put up by 
Cornelius W. Keefe, mi whiclt it was 
stated that it did not conform to the 
license grauted him, and asking for its 
removal as a public nuisance. A hear- 
ing was granted for Feb. Oth, at 7.45 p.m. 

ASSESSORS. 

Aldermau Bothfeld presented the re- 
port of the committee ou the nomina- 
tion of assessors, which recommended 
the appointment of the following: 

Assessor for three years, t-'iias. K. 
lingers, of Ward Seven. For One your, 
Ward one, T. Barks; Ward Two, 'Jeo. 
P. Williams' Ward Three, Willard 11. 
IMirnutou; Ward Four, Bernard Early; 
Ward Five, Moses G. Crane; Ward Six, 
Edwin M. Ko wlc; Ward Seven, E. W. 
Cobb. 

The report concluded as follows: 

Your committee believing that no 
public servant’s private or personal iu 
uirests should be such as to allow ol 
eveu a suspicion that his official acts are 
indue need by such private or peisoual 
cousidera’.ion, holds (hat uo man should 
be au usbobsor of taxes upou tho same 
people from whom tie derives his own 
pecuniary support. We want it distiuot- 


ly understood that our action is based in 
the broad principle above stated, and 
that it is no reflect on of the integrity of 
purpose or tho faithfulness on tho dis- 
charge of duty of any of the men whom wo 
have deemed wise and right not to rc- 
nominato. Signed by H.K. Bothfeld, A. II.

OVEIISKKR8 OF TIIK POOR. 
Alderman Hunt presented the report of 
the committee to nominate overseers of 
tho poor as follows : Ward 1,W. M. Russell; 
Ward 2, John F Payne; Ward 3, M. J. 
Duane; Ward 4, Nathan Mosman: Ward 
5. Oliver B. Billings; Ward (1, Edwin M. 
Fowlo; Ward 7, Henry C. Daniels. 

MAQUR ME XDOW. 

A petition was received from N. T. 
Allen and others assessed for benefits 
from the drainage of the Maguo Meadow, 
asking for a reconsideration of the as- 
sessment, and reciting at considerable 
length the history of tho case, tho many 
years it had been before tho board of 
health and the city council without act- 
tion, stating also that tho trouble ovor 
the drainage was caused bv tho city’s 
building streets and culverts which in- 
terfered with tbo natural drainago of tho 
locality. They claimed that uo real 
nuisance ever existed, and that there 
was iio uecessity of buiidiug such an ex- 
pensive drain. 

Mayor Feutio said it was a question 
whether the aldermen had any jurisdic- 
tion over the matter, and it was referred 
to tho City Solicitor for information ou 
this point. 

JOIN r CONVENTION. 

Both branches went into a joiut con- 
vention for the election of assessors and 
overseers of the poor. Mr. Howard B. 
Coffin was present and desired to make a 
statement and a recess was taken to allow 
him to speak. He said that he should 
not have appeared but an article had 
appeared in the Bostou Record reflecting 
on his integrity, and he wished to have 
tho board stay proceeedings till it had 
investigated the matter. He had been 
assessor for nineteen years aud his in- 
tegrity had never been questioned be- 
fore. 

Alderman Bothfeld said the oommittee 
had never questioned Mr. Coftiu’s in- 
tegrity and had takon uo notice what- 
ever of such seusatioual rumors as had 
appeared in the Record. They would 
exonerate Mr. Coffin from any such 
charge and his record was such as to 
need uo investigation. Tho committee 
had the fullest confidence in all tho men 
whom they had decided not to nominate, 
but their decision rested on the broad 
principle which they thought should be 
followed in all city affairs. 

Mr. Coffin said that was all that ho 
desired and withdrew his request for 
au investigation. 

Aldermau Plummer said he was in the 
minority ou the committee, although ho 
had sighed tho report. No reflections 
whatever were cast ou any of tho men 
who were deposed, but a majority of 
taxpayers would regard it as a groat mis- 
take to depose tho head assessor, aud also 
to depose Mr. Savage of Ward 2; aud ho 
hoped he would bo re-appointed. 

Alderman Bothfeld thought it was 
very strange that the member from Ward 
Four should have seen so many people 
within an hour after ho had signed the 
report. No reflection was cast on any of 
the assessors, but he thought no man 
should be placed in a position where 
there might be a suspicion, even, his 
public duties might conrtict with his 
private interests. This was recognized 
in the city council, where a member could 
not sell goods to the city, and the same 
principle ought to hold in all the depart- 
ments. 

Councilman Staples asked for some in- 
formation in regard to the candidates. 

Aldertnan Bothfeld said Mr. Rogers 
was tor many years a druggist iu Novv- 
toa, but had retired from active busi- 
ness. Feeling the ueed of something to 
occupy his t rue he had taken charge of 
a small insurance business and was the 
agent for the rental and care of some 
houses iu Newton. He was a man of the 
highest character. 

Councilman Green said Mr. Williams 
had been a resident of Ward 2 for 14 
years, was a taxpayer, and had been in 
a large wholesale house in Boston for 
many years, but was uow in business iu 
Lynn. He regretted to hear the member 
from Ward 4 say that the committee in- 
tended any reflection ou Mr. Savage, who 
was too well known and too highly re- 
spected for auy one to intimate such a 
thing. The committee only felt that tho 
assessor should not be engaged iu local 
business. 

Aldermau Plummer said he could en- 
dorse all that had been said for Mr. Wil- 
liams, whom he knew personally, but be 
doubted the wisdom of makiug a 
change. 

Alderman Roffe said Mr. Fowle was au 
old resident of Newton Centre, and had 
been in the shipping business in Boston 
tor many years. Mr. Warren had given 
general satisfaction and the people there 
felt it was a privilege to have him on the 
board, but lie was iu the coal business, 
and would ieel a good deal of relief if 
some one else was appointed as he did 
not long for the place.

The Fair Priscilla And Oilier Pilgrims 
at Eliot llall. 

A large and enthusiastic audience 
gathered in Eliot hall Saturday ovening, 
to listen to ‘’Priscilla, or the Pilgrim’s 
Proxy,” a vory bright comic opera by 
Henry 1). Coolidge, li bret ist and Thomas 
W. Surette, composer. The Htago was 
curtained off for the occasion, and somo 
very good scenery waR shown. Tho 
choruses wero unusually good and tho 
fair Pilgrim maidons s.atig and acted 
with a good doal of fervor. 

The plot follows the well-known story 
closoly, with the exception of Hatebad 
Higgins, “agont of the Mayflower, and 
president of the Ancostral Rolic and 
Antequated Heirloom Company” taken 
by W. II. Dodd, and Resignation, an 
elderly spinster, cleverly presented by 
Miss Mary P. Motcalf. These figures, 
with Squaato, the friendly Indian, takon 
by Mr. A. Sydney Bryant, gave the 
needed humor to tho sober Puritau back- 
ground, and tho parts were so excellently 
presented that the throe had au enthusi- 
astic welcomo wheuover they nppoarod. 

The opera opens with a chorus of 24 
pretty maids in quaint Puritan gowns, 
who discuss tho lovo of John Aldon, who 
presently appears ou tho scoue, personat- 
ed by Mr. C. N. Sladon. 

His excellency, William Bradfold, gov- 
ernor of New Plymouth, follows witli 
his rotinuo. Ho was personated by Geo. 
S. Forbush, who sang tho song ‘‘Across 
the Surging Sea” with good effect, He 
rests his foot pensively on a6tumpaud 
looks where Hatebad Iliggins iu russet 
mantle clad stalks across the stage in the 
guise of a sandwich man. An advertise- 
ment of ‘‘Plymouth Rook pauts” was all 
that was needed to completo his outfit. 
After he has distributed his business 
cards to tho wondering Yankoe maidens 
ho retires in favor of John Al ien, whose 
lovo song was finely given. After some 
amusing work by Hatebad Higgins, 
Miles Standisb, the valiant warrior, 
enters in pomp. II. M. Walton, who took 
this part, did somo good work in his 
first song. His courage fails when he 
tries to tell tho fair Priscilla his lovo, 
and he persuidos John Aldon to act as 
his proxy, offering as au inducement the 
magnificent chance of making a martyr 
of himself. The first part closes with a 
pretty soug by Barbara, one of tho May- 
flower buds, represented by Mrs. Susie 
B. Soule, who took the part well. 

In thosecond part Priscilla, impersonat- 
ed by Miss Freda Shu m way, bas, of 
course, the central place. As the curtain 
rises she is discovered at her spinning 
wheel outsido tier cottago door, siugiug 
a charming spinning song. The chorus 
of girls appear and tells her of Miles 
Staudish’s love, and soon John Aldeu ap- 
pears on the same mission. The story 
ouds with a theatrical variation of the 
real story. Tho doughty captain comes 
iu just as John Aldeu is kissing tho fair 
Priscilla, aud bellows iu a terrible voice, 
“A felon’s doom shall be his fate,” and 
is only pacified whou the whole company 
begins to weep. John Aldeu is released 
from bonds and the wicked Hatebad 
Higgins is arrested in his place for the 
crime of plotting to sell Plymouth rock 
for specimens, and Squanto, tho friendly 
Indian, who has been trotting around tbo 
stage all the evening, like a dog looking 
for a place to lie down, justifies his ex- 
istence at last by scalping him just as the 
curtain fills. The most amusing part of 
the opera is the episode of Hatebad 
Higgins and Resignation. Hatebad, 
under the delusion that he is cutting 
Miles Standisb out, makes love to her, 
thinking to have revenge, but finds that 
he has only — Resignation. Their lovo 
scene received a rapturous and vory 
merited recall. Mr. Dodd is au ac- 
complished comedian, and Miss Metcalf 
was excellent as tho spinster. 

Mrs. Chas. A. Soden as Faith, and Mrs. 

M. Millie Beardsley as Prudence, had 
some vory pretty solos, which were fine- 
ly sung, and the parts wero well taken. 

Tho make up of Mr. Bryant as tho 
Indian was one of the features of the 
performance, and a more stolid lookiug 
Indian never appeared. In spite of the 
laughter he created, his features never 
relaxed in a smile, aud ho was one of tho 
successes of the evening. The director, 
Mr. C. E. Macotnber, cau certainly be 
congratulated on the success of his ef- 
forts in tho production of the opora, aud 
Gen. Hull lodge, A. O. U. W. of Nowtou- 
ville, under whose auspice-; the opera was 
given, not only gave a pleasant evening’s 
entertainment to their friends, but also 
must have made a comfort able little sura 
out of the proceeds.

ANNUAL ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND A 

TnouoiiTFUi. adduksh ny iikv. o. k. 

JEFFF.RBON OF CHELSEA. 

The minimi meeting of tlio Newton 
Congregational Club on Mondday even- 
ing whs bold at the Second oh u rob, West 
Newton, 

Thoro was quite a large number 
present, 166 plates being laid by Caterer 
Dill at the supper, which was servod ns 
usual at six o’clock. 

At sevon o’clock President A. G. Sher- 
man called the mooting to order and 
Rev. Theodoro J. Holmes delivered tlio 
opening prayor. 

Tko records woro approved without 
reading. 

Secretary Kully made his roporb for 
tbo year just onded, showing a member- 
ship at the last annual meeting of 112. 
Thoro have Joinod during tho year 10. 
The club has lost by death, one, by lapse, 
two and by resignation sixtoon, making 
the present membership 112, but there 
are threo already voted in but not 
qualified. Tho total church membership 
this year is 1027 against 1000 last yoar, 
Eliot church having iho largest member- 
ship BOB and tho North church the 
smallest ninety-seven. These figures in 
elude only resident members. 

The choir of tho Second church 
rendered ‘’Praise ye tho Lord,” after 
which Mr. Harwood of tho committee 
on nominations, reported tho with- 
drawal of his name by Rev. Mr. Lamb as 
a member of the executive committee, 
and suggesting the uumo of Mr. VV. C. 
Strong of Wabau. 

The president then appointed as tellers 
Messrs. W. B. Wood, W. II. Knapp, C. 
O. Tuckor, A. R. Coe and Avalou Graves 
and tho raeotiug proceeded to ballot for 
all ofiicers except president. The whole 
number of ballots cast was 40 tho nomi- 
nations raado by tho committoo beiug 
oleoted. On tho ballot for a membor oi 
tho executive committee to roplaco Rev. 
Mr. Lamb, Mr. W. C. Strong received 
forty-four out of a total of fifty ballots. 

The balloting for president resulted in 
the unanimous choice of Mr. Samuol 
Ward of Newton Centro, who was 
escorted to tho platform by vice-president 
Howard. 

President Ward said he supposed ho 
ought to be very grateful for the honor 
ihus shown, butas an lionestman he could 
not say that and assured tho meeting 
that they had destroyed one man’s pcaco 
of mind. He had beeu in many tryiug 
situations and felt others prosont were 
better fitted for the position of presidour, 
but he liked to help on Christian work 
and felt a deep interest in tho influence 
of tho club for good. 

The retiring president, Mr. Shorman, 
was tendered tho thanks of the club by a 
rising vote which he gracefully acknow- 
ledged. These are the officers chosen : 

President, Samuel Ward; vice-presi- 
dent, Joshua W. Davis, S. E. Howard; 
secretary, Arthur, W. Kelly; treasurer, 
Elias 13. Jones; executive committe, Rev. 
George M. Adams, D. D., W. 0, Strong, 
Bertraud E. Taylor; uomiuatiug com- 
mittee, Raymond L. Bridgman, Charles 
R. Fisher, Wallace C. Boyden, Charles 
A.Worth, Charles A. Haskell, Luther Paul, 
George May; rcceptiou committee, 
Charles II. Guild, Obed F. Smith, F. A. 
Houdlotte, William E. Lowry, H. N. 
Milliken, J. Cheever Fuller, George W. 
Blodgett; outlook committee, Rev. John 
M. Dutton, Rev. Francis N. Peloubet, D. 
D., Laugdou S. Ward. 

Dr. Harrington submitted the annual 
report of tho executivocommittce, show- 
ing that tho interest and character of 
the olub was increasing und reviewing in 
detail the mot tings of the club during 
the year. The committee recommended 
that tho sum of $25 be devoted to the 
secretary for his very efficient services. 

Secretary Kelly rose to protest against 
any such action by the club, though fully 
appreciating the thoughtfulness of the 
committee. 

The report of tho treasurer, Mr. E. B. 
Jones, showed a balance on hand in 
January 18112 ol $180.84; receiving during 
the year, $088; expended, $701.51 ; balance 
Jauuary 18U.1. $113.38. 

Mr. G. B. Putnam made Iho report of 
the outlook committee, referring to tho 
annual meeting of the Eliot society 
which was attended by 300. The sum of 
$55,000 had beeu received in benevolent 
contributions, a largo portion of which 
was a special gift to tho Colorado Col- 
lege. The resignation of Rev. Mr. 
Phipps as pastor of tho Newton High- 
lands church was dwelt upon, also tho 
good results attending tho services at tho 
Socond church led by the Evangelist, 
Rev. Mr. Davidson, who is soon to bo 
with the Auburi dale church. 

Rev. Clias. E. Jefferson, pastor of tho 
Central Congregational church, Chelsea, 
delivered the address of the evening 
taking for his topic, ‘‘Where are tho 
Men.” He commenced by saying ho 
should uot talk to the ladies, although 
they might be interested in tho subject, 
nor the ministers, but to the men alone. 
There is a good deal ol iuterest mani- 
fested sometimes iu the slums of London, 
New York and other great cities, much 
is said about the evils of these sections 
and tho need of Christian work, but the 
trouble is that those who talk of them 
never see th< m. There is talk about tin* 
need of bringing the masses of people 
into tho church und under better in - 
tluouces, but wo never go to them and 
get, them to come. The same is true of 
the politician, but he goes on with his 
political tricks because he docs uot hoar 
what we say. It is easy to tulk about 
those who are absent, but to talk to their 
face seems very audacious. 

The question of questions today is, 
where is the man who professes to follow 
Jesus Christ. You might answer wo are 
here at the supper of the Newtou Con- 
gregational Club. But where are you 
at the time of the prayer meeting? The 
prayer meeting is the crown meetiug of 
the church, it is more important than 
the Sunday preaching service. Mauy 
would suy they aro too busy to attend, 
tuo meetings aro dull and dry, they don’t 
care to be bored. The result is that in 
nearly all the ohurohes one-half or tw<» 
tlrirds of the men stay away from tho 
prayer meeting. This attituie utfects 
the youug men who get the idea that tho 
prayer meetiug is no placo for them, 
but is all right for the women to 
atteud. 

One man goes to u lecture others to 
a card party or a supper and there aio 
so many vacaut seats at tho prayor moel- 
iug. No wonder the outsiders sneer aud 
laugh. 

The prayer meetiug should be the 
most interesting aud juicy of alt services 
aud it would bo if tho men attended, 
detailing their experiences uud taking an 
aotive iuterest iu their religiou. 

Where are the men wheu it comes to 
preaching? On Sunday morning the 
pew is a favorite place for the Christian 


loafer. Kvory man is instructed in the 
Riblo to ‘‘preach tho gospel.” All can- 
not. ho pulpit preaohors or versed in 
theology and ethics, but anyone can 
preach iho gospel. Some do not believe 
in talking religion, to live a religious life 
is suffif'lenL. Thor pay the minister to do 
tho preaching. How can any man be- 
lieve in Christ and not talk religion. 
Christ talked every where and instructed 
men to follow him. (f you talk business 
why not talk religion? If it is not un- 
manly to talk base ball nr about the con- 
cert or ball, why is It not manly to talk 
religion. One of tbo most terrible 
huresios of religion today is tho Idea that 
only ordained ministers are to talk 
religion. 

Where are tho men when it come to 
pastoral work? Everyone is instructed 
to look after the sick to help to bring 
souls to Christ. Rut again tho minister 
is paid to do this. Scorn enough can- 
not he heaped upon tho man who thinks 
ho has dono his duty after ho has con- 
tributed to tho salary • »f the minister. 

Taking up the question of church 
discipline, many if not all churches, have 
upon their hooks tho names of those 
who havo lost iuterest in religious things, 
have broken covenant vows and these 
name are allowed to stay upon tho books. 
The trouble is th u the average mortal is 
too much <»f a man to help put out of the 
church a man whom he has neglected to 
help when ho was iutorestud in the 
church. Mon aro allowed to bocomo 
cold and fall away from the church bo- 
onuse none of heir brethren in thnohurch 
put forth a helping band and encourage 
him in his roligious life. The minister 
is paid to attend to this. Ilo is the 
policeman and wears tho badge aud 
carrb s the club. 

It is not tho business of the minister to 
look up delinquent, members of the 
church. We have lost the tdot of 
brotherhood in the uhureli. A lodge 
member is cared for wuou sick or in 
trouble, but iu tho church this is loft to 
tho minister. 

Tho only way to bring outsiders into 
the church is by thoso who aro iti&ido. 
Ono ministor is not fascinating enough, 
anothor lacks that peculiar genius of 
drawing men into the church. When 
you have a minister who draws them in 
you havo only a congregation not a 
church. What is needed is the binding 
of soul to soul in Christian fellowship. 

At tbo close of the address a unani- 
mous veto of thanks was extended the 
speaker by motion of Rev. Mr . Holmes.

THE ASSESSORS. 


The predicted overturn in the board of 
Assessors was made on Monday evening, 
when Mr Chas. F. Rogers was elected as- 
sessor for three years. In place of Mr. 
Howard B. Coffin, Mr. Geo. F. Williams 
from Ward Two, In place of Mr. Savage, 
Mr. Moses G. Crane, in place of Mr. Otis 
Pettee of Ward Five and Mr. Edwin ;M. 
Fowle from Ward Six, in place of Mr. 
Warren. The change was made on the 
broad principle that assessors should not 
be engaged in any local business, and no 
attention w as paid by either the nominating 
eommitteeor the board to the petty, and in 
some cases niaiioious stories so industrious- 
ly circulated by certain personal enemies of 
Mr. Coffin. 

They secured the publication in the Bos- 
ton Record of the famous Bellevue street 
map, the Record being fond of anything 
sensational, but the text accompanying it 
was so carefully gone over and all action- 
able matter stricken out that the article 
was rather an endorsement of Mr. Coffin 
than otherwise. No man who is an asses- 
sor can fail to make enemies, as there is 
nothing against which people are so apt to 
find fault as a tax-bill. Mr. Coffin's friends 
are of such a high character, and he has 
received so many high endorsements from 
prominent citizens that he can afford to 
feel satisfied with the reoord he has made 
daring the nineteen years he has been in 
•fBoe. Few men would have served so 
many years in such an office and not be 
criticised more severely than Mi. Coffin 
has been. 

The nominating committee stated their 
position distinctly in their report, which is 
given in the city government report and 
Alderman Bnthfeld gave further emphasis 
to it in his remarks. The theory in itself 
is the right one. but like all theories it is 
hard to practice without some seemlag un- 
fairness, although nothing of the kind is 
intended. 

The new men are all owners of real 
estate and identified with Newton by a 
ong residence heie, but after they have 
been in effl >e n year or two they will know 
a good deal more of a certain side of their 
«>wn characters than they dream of now. 
It is to he hoped that they will make an 
especial effort to equalize the assessments 
throughout the city, and not be afraid to 
get near the selling price of laud, when 
they get out of V\ ards One and Seven. 


THE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

We give up a good deal of space this 
week to the annual reports of the Newton 
Cottage Hospital, and for any one inter- 
ested in Newton and the work of caring 
for the unfortunate it would be hard to 
find more interesting reading. Those 
present all felt in good spirit-, from the 
entire ha mony that prevail* in the manage- 
ment, and the very encouraging year the 
Hospital has had. Notwithstanding the 
great number of patients cared for the past 
year, with the consequent heavy expenses, 
the Hospital starts of with a comfortable 
balance in the treasury, sun* evidence that 
the people of N‘*wtnn have taken a deep 
interest in the good work being done there 
and will s e t < it that the requisite iuud- 
a»re forthcoming as taey are needed. 

The ‘Hospital seems now to have passed 
the critical stage that awaits all young 
enterprises, to have demonstrated the 
necessity of such an institution in Newton, 
and to have sound a solid foundation in the 
hearts and pocket-books of Newton 
people. 

The work bus inn cased so fast as to 
have out grown what were thought to be 
ample accommodations, as will be shown 
by the report of the board of trustees, 
where the more pressing needs are plainly 
m*i forth, uud the hopeful tone of the re 
ports Is evidence that the trustees are con- 
fident that these needs will In some way be 
supplied. 

President Lee-on in bis report noticed 
in a brief wa> the main points in the 
history of the pa-t year, and thegeuorou- 
iriend- that have been found. 

Perhaps the most interesting one of the 
report* is that of the treasurer, who gives 
« summary of the history of the Hospital 
The receipts from Hu-pital Sunday have 
grown from one thousand dollars in 1 H 86 to 
over six thousand in 1*92 The earniugs of 
the Hospital have grown to over nine 
thousand dollars. The current expenses 
have also increased until last year they 
wuiouuted to over fifteen thousand, in spite 
-of the fact that the year wn not an 
unusually sickly one, all of which -hows 
what a great blessing the lln>pltat has 
been to Newton. 


THE SEWER ORDINANCE 

As Mayor Fenuu announced Mouday 
eveuiug, the attempt to amend the sewer 
ordinance is only carrying out the will of 
the great majority of the voters, as ex- 
pressed in the last election. 

The poaitiou of the ordiuauce at pres- 
et is that the city solicitor has decided 
that the City Council have uo power to 
amend the ordinance as assessments 


have been mado and some have born paid | 
into the city treasury. The only thing to I 
do ia to petition the General Couit for 
the power desired, and the City Council 
have authoriKod Mayor Fenno to make 
Bitch a petition. 

It is not believed that it will bo a diffi- 
cult matter to get snob authority, if a 
strong presentation of the case is made, j 
and there is no doubt that the mayor and j 
the legislative committee will make the 
case strong enough. 

Meanwhile people who have received | 
their sower tax bills aro rather at a loss ! 
what to do, but that the tax is generally , 
felt to bo an onerous one is shown by 
the great number of requests that aro < 
received at every meeting to have the 
tax divided into ten equal parts, one part 
payable yearly, in spite of the fact that 
they aro chargod six per cent, interosc 
while the city pays only four or less. The 
sewer tax is thus proved to bo a great bur- 
den on the majority of the citizens, and 
they wolcomeoven the opportunity to ex- 
tend it over ten years at such a high rate 
of intorost. 

There is a strong feeling still that if it 
could bo turned into something like the 
water tax, and collected in the sarno way. 
it would be a more equitable method of 
meeting the difficulty. As the houefits 
are to be sharod by all who live in New- 
ton for the noxt ceutury or more, it 
comes lather hard to make the present 
generation pay the whole cost, especially 
as very few of thorn have an opportunity 
to oharge it over to any one else. 

Thk death of ex -President Hayes came 
suddenly, but he lived to see the excellent 
record he made while In office appreciated- 
He was so often sneered at as a “Sunday 
School” president by politicians that his 
virtues were lost sight of, but since he re- 
tired from office the people have realized 
by contrast the high character of his ad- 
ministration, and it will stand in history as 
the best we have had since the war. He 
began well by appointing a cabinet that 
could not be oriticized for ability and in- 
tegrity, and no scandal touched any of his 
publio or private acts. He came into office 
w ith his title somewhat under a cloud, but 
bis administration so commended itself to 
the people as to make certain the success 
of his party in the next national election, 
although he failed of renomination, owing 
to the bitter fight of the politicians against 
him, mainly on account of his civil service 
reform prinolples. The spoils system 
wrecked the next administration, however, 
and culminated in the murder of his suc- 
cessor, since which time it has become 
more modest in its demands, and no politi- 
cal leaders now openly sueer at "snivel 
service reform,” which phrase wus so fre- 
quently heard during the administration of 
President Hayes. He was a safe, if not a 
brilliant president, and he shewed the true 
way for a president to strengthen his 
party. 


Tiikbk is not much probability now 
that tuere will be any tinkering with the 
ballot law, although considerable talk is 
still heard, some of the Republican lead- 
ers desiring to have a ballot so arranged 
that one mark will do for the whole 
ticket, as they think iu this way they can 
head off the independent voter, The 
stir that was made over the Haile-Htmlin 
reports was to this end, but it was greet- 
ed with so much ridicule that the movers 
have been discouraged. The present 
ballot law is the best possessed by any 
state in the Union, and it should not be 
meddled with. It secures absolute secresy 
to the voter and also compels him to 
exorcise some sort of iutelligeuce and 
couscieutiousness iu marking his ballot, 
wliiob is an excellent thing. Of course 
when politicians have made up a ticket 
they want to have people compelled to 
vote as a whole, but the voter should uot 
regard himself as a mere machine, and 
herein lies the great excellence of our 
ballot ia w. As it stauds it is a credit to 
the intelligence and integrity of the 
voters of the Commonwealth. 


Should city officials be elected for 
life or for a term of years is a problem 
out forth by Alderman Thompson of 
Ward Five, who thiuks that the regula- 
tion that the City Clerk, Treasurer aud 
Auditor shall be elected annually aud all 
the other city officials have a practically 
life tenure is rather unfair. He advo- 
cates making the terms of all elective, 
aud the duration limited to three or live 
years, by which the city would get better 
service than at present, and there would 
be a wider field to ohoose from. Possibly 
the change might' be beneficial provided 
it was so guarded as to preveul the 
entrance of auylhiug like the spoils sys- 
tem into our city politics. At present, 
no matter what changes are made in the 
mayoralty, the city officers remain the 
same trom year to year, aud their ex- 
perience iu office ought to make their 
services more valuable each year. 


It seems to be a sort of fatality that 
the HiDullesi-miuded men shall be the 
leaders. Councillor David Hall Rice, 
who fouud his level at the tail end of the 
committees appointed by Governor 
Russell, now gets eveu by getting a 
motion through that the Council shall 
practically appoint the committees. Mr. 
Rice seems to think that the Governor is 
meant to be only a figure bead, while the 
Council exercises all his functions. The 
leadership of Mr. liice, is probably due 
to thu fact that an obstinate man usually 
gets his way, by the good nature and 
disinclination of his associates to engage 
in a quarrel. Such a result has been 
seen iu our city government, although 
tin- results of such a policy upou the 
next election show that it has disastrous 
results. The same thiug will be true ou 
a larger scale if the Council follows Mr. 
Rice’s leadership. 

OUtt •treat light committee would do 
well to visit Wellesley aud sue its uew 
system of iucuudesceut street lightiug, 
which is a brilliant success. Instead of 
having a few arc lights, scattered over a 
wide area, and betweeu them at long 
distance, gas or iuoaudesceut lamps. 


Wellesley hnR n brilliant incandescent 
lamp at about every 100 feet, making the 
street as light as need bo. It would not 
be a bad plan to entirely reorganize the 
street lighting system after the Wollesloy 
plan, as it is now the best lighted town 
in the stato. The olectric lights would 
uot suffer from the cold as has been the 
ease with a very large number of gas 
lamps, which give but little light as the 
pipes aro frozen up where thoy cross 
railroad or other bridges, or lie too near 
the surfaoe of the ground. 


At the annual meeting of the Associated 
Board of Trade of Boston, Nowton men 
were well represented. Mr. Alden Sneare 
was elected on the committee on Trans- 
portation, Mr. G. D. Gilman on committee 
on Customs, Mr, J. R. Carter and Mr. J. E. 
Hollis on Mail .Service, and Col. E. H. 
Haskell and Mr. Alden Speare were ap- 
pointed on the committee to go to Wash- 
ington to protest against any legislation 
that would curtail the advantages Boston 
now enjoys over the Canadian railways. 
The present administrntion seems deter- 
mined to injure Boston in this manner, in 
response to the work of the lobbyists who 
are seeking what they call the "protection” 
of American railways. _ 


The Newton Horticultural Society have 
made a request of the city government that 
oiuht to be complied with, which is that 
the city keep the trees on its streets free 
from tent caterpillars and other pests. 
As there are only a few varieties of trees 
thus affected, it would not be a difficult 
task, especially if the work was done in 
time, aud it would add greatly to the beauty 
of the city. 


The present winter has changed all the 
talk we huve heard for several years, that 
the New’ England climate was growing 
milder. This winter Is “old fashioned” 
enough, and for twenty years we have had 
nothing like it. For tho last month the 
mercury has been llirting with zero every 
day, with perhaps one or two exceptions. 


Dit. McIntosh has resigned as a member 
of the Cottage Hospital staff, in favor of 
Dr. Crockett, in recognition of the lattet’s 
having mado way for him when he was ap- 
pointed. 


Athol lias beaten the record for cold 
weather iu Massachusetts, the mercury 
there falling to 26 below, Wednesday 
morning.

It will soon be possibio to go from 
Newton to Natick by electric cars. In 
Newton tho Wellesley & Boston Stroot 
Railway Company has been organized by 
a syndicate composed of Horace B. Par- 
ker, George W. Morse, James W. French, 
Austin R. Mitchell, and others, who 
have foimed a corporation with the 
above title. Tho capita) stock is one 
hundred thousand dollars, and is over 
subscribed for, as appears in tho articles 
of association which aio published else- 
where in these columns. Tho plan of 
the Company, at present, is to build 
from the station at Newton Lower Falls, 
which is on tho Wellesley side, to tho 
stition at Wost Newton, and, later, to 
extend, by Watertown Street or other 
street, to meet other proposed lines from 
the other side of Newton, at Allston, or 
other parts of Boston. It is proposed, 
a'so. to build from West Newton to Au- 
burndalo ami Riverside. 

A company lias also formed to con- 
nect Wellesley and Natick by an electric 
line, which it is proposed to extend to 
connect with the line at Upper Falls, 
and also with tee proposed line at 
Lower Falls.

After the last cour.-e of an excellent 
menu had been served the "Bridal cboruf” 
was rendered by (he guild, and it is seldom 
that Lee’s dining hull has held *uoh a 
volume of melodious song proceeding from 
nearly 100 throats. 

President Hamblen opened the after- 
dinner exercises reviewing the growth of 
the guild since it wii> started three years 
ago.

Rev. Dr. Hutchins was then introduced 
by President Hamblen. He enjoyed noth- 
ing more tliau to lie with the choir boys. 
He bad Die second choir in the diocese 
when in Lowell uud wus proud of them. 
He believed a guild gave scope for ex- 
cellent musical training ami lor effective 
religious work. He referred to the general 
church guild of the diocese ami suggested 
that the Grace church boys put their money 
into a fund for a guild house in Boston for 
the dioce.tc of M Assachusetts. 

Mr. Geo. A. Flint was next introduced 
and gave a brief resume of the first steps 
toward organizing the guild, when after 
many trials and disappointments the guild 
wus formed, and now those w ho worked so 
hard at that time were fully repaid by its 
wonderful success. 

lUv. Dr. Sliinu thought there were some 
dreadful consequences growing out of the 
guild, and Grace church wus becoming 
pinched much like the old woman iu u shoe 
with -o many children. The guild was 
making it very uncomfortable for the 
church. There is great satisiactlon iu 
seeing how tho guild ami Its good work iu 
increasing and the blessed remits which 
c.in he obtained, he had administered the 
sacrament to two members ol the guild 
since its organization, uud others hud 
presented their names for confirmation. 
He wished them not to think most of being 
foremost in music iu the diocese, not of the 
fund or of the dinners and entertainments, 
but most important is tho help each can 
give to others. 

Rev. Mr. Lee had pleasant recollections 
of u former visit when lie heard the boys iu 
song. 11 c brought out the thought that 
song will brighten and uplift those In 
sorrow. The opportunity given to spread 
the good work by song uud the oppor- 
tunities to bless themselves aud others

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COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

ANNUAL MKKTINO OP TIIK CORFOR ATION 
AN1' RKPORTS. 

Tho Annual mu 'ting of thr Cottage 
Hospital corporation was held in the 
Unitarian chut oh parlors, Monday After- 
noon. President Lceson presided And 
•ome thirty members of the corporation 
were present. 

Mr. W. P. Ellison was elected clerk pro 
tempore, and the records of tho Irr 
meeting were road. 

President Lceson read a letter from 
Mr. Geo. K. Lovett, stating that his ill 
ness prevented his being present, and ns 
it threatened to ho of long continuance 
and he should be away from tho city for 
several months, ho declined arc-election. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn presented a resolution 
expressing the appreciation of his faith 
fill services as clerk, and expressing the 
general hopo for his speedy recovery. It 
was passed unanimously. 

president's report. 

President Lceson made his annual re- 
port as follows: 

Tho Newton Cottage Hospital has con" 
tributed another yeai’s service in tho 
amelioration of suffering. Whatever of 
deficiency may havo scarred the yeai’s 
work, however far we may havo lagged 
behind the desires which inspired us, wo 
can still unito in saying heartily and sin- 
cerely that none of the years which went 
before has shown so fully the need of 
such an institution, and no period has 
been marked by so full a measure of use- 
fulness as tho past year. 

Wo outer upon another yeai’s work 
with more patients In all the wards, more 
nurses under our charge, and with a 
higher state of efficiency in all depart- 
ments than at any previous time. 

Tho condition of tho Training School is 
shown by tho remarkably high average 
obtained by tho graduates at a ro:ent 
examination, several having been near 
the highest, point attainable, although 
the examination was exceptionally 
thorough. Such a result, gratifying as 
it must bo to all, is tho best indication of 
the matron’s devoted service, and of the 
self-sacrificing work of the pbysiciaus. 

A new inspiration has been given to 
us all through the timely and handsome 
gift of the proposed Nurses’ Home. Our 
coadjutors, Mr. Edmund W. Converse 
and Mr. Lucius G. Pratt, notwithstand- 
ing tneir many good works, surely never 
conceived or carried out a generous pur- 
pose which conferied such comfort and 
happiuess upon so many grateful recipi- 
ents as in the prompting to this beautiful 
gift. 

We miss to day oue of our number who 
haB been with us from tho firs', and who 
caunot be restored to our ranks; anothi r 
is not here whose preseuce carries with 
it a perpetual benison, but whose ab- 
sence we aro thankful to know is only 
temporary. We also miss our young 
matron, 'who has gone to a different 
sphere of usefulness. None save those 
who labored with her most closely can 
ever know the debt of obligation this 
hospital will ever rest under to our most 
intelligent, conscientious and refined co- 
worker, Miss Peters. That the good 
fortune which has falleu upon us in tho 
selection of matron from the first has 
not now forsaken us is our confident ex- 
pectation and belief. 

The efficiency of the hospital has been 
greatly increased by the creation of the 
office of medical superintendent, and the 
spirit of zealous devotion shown by Dr. 
Francis G. Curtis in entering upon the 
duties of this office with no other recoin 
pense than tho grateful appreciation of 
all is oue of the delightful experiences 
of the past year. 

Our work grows upon us; more room 
and more funds is ever the burden of our 
reports. We gratefully acknowledge the 
liberal support of the city couuciland of 
all oar generous douors.The I Iospital Sun- 
day collection has risen to noble propor- 
tions. Now our endowment fund should 
be largely increased to insure that per- 
manence in our income which all must 
desire. The waifft are all overcrowded, 
and there is pressing need of an addition 
in the form of a new surgical ward; we 
believe this will be forthcoming. 

With so much accomplished, with such 
large promise of future useful woik for 
this institution to do, there is every rea- 
son for encouragement and cheerful an- 
ticipation for the year which lies before 
us 

REPORT OK T1IE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

Looking back over the history of The 
Newton Cottage Hospital for the past 
six and a half years, from June 1880 to 
January 1893, we find that nearly every 
year has been marked by some distinct 
and important features. The first year 
or so was the experimental stage, when 
part of our work was to show the com- 
munity that such an institution was 
needed here, aud another part was to 
gain practical experience in tho best 
methods of administering the affairs of 
what was then a comparatively novel 
undertaking. 

After this came the second stage, that 
of increasing the interest of the commu- 
nity in its support. 

Having demonstrated its need, having 
shown how helpful an agency it was in 
the relief of suffering, it became neces- 
sary to gain for it the closer sympathy of 
the people, rich and poor, so that larger 
means might be provided for its main- 
tenance. Thus appeals were made to 
tho generosity of the churches of the 
city, the Hospital Aid Association was 
oiganized, the help of the city govern- 
ment was asked in the way of appropria- 
tions for the relief of the sick poor here, 
for whom the city must otherwise pro- 
vide elsewhere aud theu individual 
benevolence was appealed to us finding 
here an opportunity for the discharge of 
a part of the stewardship which wealth 
brings. 

A third stage was the establishment of 
the School for Nurses. It was found 
that we must train our own nurses or be 
under very great expense in hiriug those 
who had been trained elsewhere. Rut 
what was proposed at first as a matter of 
economy soon showed other advantages, 
for we found that we had uuusual facili- 
ties for the instruction of nurses. Our 
matron aud the pbysiciaus were not only 
competent, but enthusiastic, aud so the 
simple plan of keeping up a succession 
of persons able to do the Hospital work 
gradually expanded uutil wo found our- 
selves supplying demands outside of tbe 
Hospital aud now we are about to en- 
large this work to a scale whose propor- 
tions could uever have been thought of 
by the most sauguiue among us a few 
years ago. 

A fourth feature in tho history of tbe 
Hospital was the education of tbe ecu- 
muuity as to tbe propriety and benefit of 
tbe isolation of contagious diseases. 
There bad always been the conviction en- 
forced by law, that small pox cases 
should be isolated, but unt many realized 
that there were other diseases which de- 
manded the removal of tbe patients to 
separate buildings not only for their owu 


better treatment but to guard tho com- 
munity from risk. 

It, was an achievement to ho grateful 
for when finally the city government, was 
induced to appropriate tho me-ins for the 
construction of the Contagious Wards. 

The wisdom of this expenditure has 
been shown not only in the treatment of 
the enses whioh have occupied some of 
these wards, hut in the feeling of security 
felt by our citizens as they have heard of 
i he difficulties which people of other 
places have experienced in improvising 
hospitals for contagious cases when epi- 
demies have appeared. It is something 
to know that ample provision lias been 
made here, and that we aro measurably 
protected againnt the speed of some 
forms of contagion, by tho facilities for 
the treatment of such patients. 

t he only advanco yet to bo mndo is in 
tho line of overcoming popular reluct 
ance to tho removal of the sick from 
their own homes. Affection for the 
ntllicted ones, and ignorauoo of the dan- 
gers attending the spread of contagion 
to others, still check what would bo tho 
very kindest thing to do for all parties. 

Still another feature, and worthy of 
particular mention, lias been tho closer 
affiliation of tho physiciaus with tho 
work of the executive oommitteo. 

Our first plan was defective in that 
thero was an unintentional Reparation of 
the professional and lay elements in tho 
active management of tbe hospital. Now 
without at all trenching upon tho prerog- 
atives of the physicians and without 
hampering them in their strictly profes- 
sional work there has grown to bo a 
much better understanding of all practi- 
cal details. Tlio selection of our physi- 
cians to serve upou tho executive com- 
mittee has been thus far a great, improve- 
ment upou tho previous plan and prom- 
ises continued good results. 

in thus reviewing these characteristics 
of the work of the past six aud a half 
years, it is not by any means suggested 
that any one of these features is to be 
regarded ns so fully fixed as to demand 
no further thought and care. On tho 
contrary the Hospital is still called upou 
to establish its raison d’etre; still to 
plead for support, aud still to goon test- 
ing, changing and working out plans for 
doing its work in tho best way. 

Nor it is suggested that these features, 
as they have beeu here enumerate i, have 
all spruug up oue after the other in 
orderly sequence. Sotuo of them, in- 
deed, were as germs in tho elementary 
work of years ago, but review here of 
their development seemed importaut as 
helping to show us where we stand to- 
day. 

This review too, will show that while 
all preceding years were important the 
past year has been more important thau 
any other in the amount of actual work 
done by the institution. 

Of the whole number of admissions to 
date (1177), 321 came in dui iug 1892, more 
than oue fourth of the whole number 
for tbe six aud a half years. 

The oyercrowded couditiou of tho 
wards at some periods has not only 
made it inconvenient for all.but has more 
than suggested seiious dangers. When, 
for example, eighteen men are put in a 
ward which has only twelvo beds, wo 
are vitiating the air of the ward, and de- 
priving ourselves of the opportunity of 
receivjDg those accident cases which ap- 
peal so strongly for sympathy aud which 
demand immediate relief. 

We do not know how on the 5th of .Janu 
ary, for example, we could have taken 
one more patieut in tho raeu’s ward, how- 
ever great tho need, for on that day every 
bed was occupied aud six slept upon ex- 
temporized cots. 

Tbe growth of demand for Hospital 
treatment, however gratifying it may be 
to us, has brought with it such au 
amount of inconvenience that wo find 
ourselves pinched in evory direction. 
The dining room is so small that not. all 
the uurses off duty can be seated at once 
at the table. They havo to come in sec- 
tions. 

The kitchen is so small that we cannot 
give our uurses the cooking lesson 
demonstr itions which they ought to 
have. 

And then the scale of expenditures has 
grown to over $1200 per month, whereas 
once we thought such a sum would carry 
us over a good part of a year. 

Growth has its inconvenient features, 
but happily they cau be relieved and we 
must plan for their relief. More room 
means a larger expenditure of money 
and this generous city will surely not let 
the good work of the Hospital be ham- 
pered for a few thousand dollars. 

The noble generosity of two gentle- 
men during the past year will surely in- 
cite others to do their part. We record 
with peculiar satisfaction the offer of 
Mr. L. G. Pratt and Mr. E. W. Converse 
to defray the expense of erecting a 
Nurses’ Home which shall accommodate 
some forty pupil nurses. 

The usefulness of this benefaction can 
hardly be over-estimated, whether wo 
think of it as supplying a greatly needed 
adjunct for our work, or as an incentive 
to the use of private moans for the public 
welfare. 

Wo have had thus far but few contribu- 
tions thatreaehed into the thousands, and 
although we do not undervalue the gifts 
of those whoso ability is not commensur- 
ate with their interest, we think the 
time has come for more of our well to 
do people to make larger gifts to tho 
Hospital than has been tb6ir wont 
hitherto. 

We can understand the cautiou which 
prompts some to wait long enough before 
they bestow large sums of money, but 
this Hospital is now so firmly established 
and has proven itself to be so useful that 
the most cautious persons need not hesi- 
tate to put large sums at the disposal of 
this board. 

It is with great gratitude that the 
Trustees receive this new gift, aud enrol 
the names of Lucius G. Pratt and Ed- 
mund W. Converse on the list of Hospital 
benefactors with the names of Mrs. 
Elizabeth T. Kldredge and Mr. J. R. Lee- 
son. 

Let us hope that our next report may 
find the list still longer. It ought not to 
be regarded us a difficult matter for 
wealthy persons in Newton to endow 
this Hospital with a fund of at least 
$100,000. No doubt many a will already 
contains some bequest for this institu- 
tion, but we would like to urge people 
of means to enjoy tho happiness of see- 
ing in their own life time the good their 
money cau do. 

It may be that with the example of 
this most recent benefaction before us 
there are persous who with a desire to 
help areaskiug. What are the next needs 
of the Hospital? What other buildings 
are desired? The answer is that now, 
having the Nurses’ Home, we are ready 
to receive offers of a Maternity Cottage. 
There should be a place where poor 
mothers, and others who are boarding or 
whose cases are peculiar and require 
special care should find shelter and treat- 
ment duriug the period of maternity. 

The cost of such a building, all fur- 
nished, ueed not exceed $<1000. At pres- 
ent we are using part of the private ward 
ioi maternity eases, but we need the 
rooms there for other cases. 

A very admirableaddition to our build- 
ings would be a Convalescent Cottage, to 


which might he transferred snob patients 
at are able to be about although not 
cured, and other persons who bv paying 
a small sum per week for board could be 
helped over a period of weakness or 
physical depression. 

In suggesting these two buildings it is 
'ropei to say that such additions would 
'o all the more wolcomo If beside the 
cost of constructing them, there were 
given a fund for their partial mainten- 
ance. 

The Endowment Fund, howovor, pre- 
sents at this stago of our progress the 
most important opportunity for the be- 
stowal of help. One might well question 
whether nny temporal cau so offers such 
beneficent resul s ns these, ami whether 
$5000 enn bo hotter spent in alleviating 
tho physical sufferings of tlio needy. 

Ono event of tho past year occasioned 
the board some Anxiety, and that 
was tho resignation of Miss Peters 
as matron. Wo havo been singularly 
happy in tlio character of tho three 
matrons who havo sorved the institution. 
Miss Pray, who came to us in tho begin- 
ning, brought with her tlio grace and 
sw etncsR of a gentle spirit and thus 
holpod give 'ono to all her ministrations. 
Miss Palmer nddod groat breadth and 
dignity and thoroughness to many other 
excellent traits, and passed away from 
us into the other world when we thought 
she was most needed here.| 

Then came Mi t -s Poters, young, earnest 
and enthusiastic. Some of us feared 
that the rospousibili y was too heavy for 
one so young, hut sho had groat maturity 
of character, a largo reservo force, aud a 
special aptitude for her work. 

That she did her work nobly is tho 
testimony of all who saw it in process. 
Wo greatly regret her decision to relin- 
quish her position. 

Her successor, Miss MacDowell, comes 
to us with a good record nod the highest 
testimonials. Sho assumes a position of 
gieat responsibility, whoso duties aro 
made all the harder by tho remarkable 
fidelity of her predecessors in office. Wo 
ask for her tho cordial assistance and 
sympathy of all interested in the IIos- 
pital. 

One break has been made in tho mem- 
bership ol this board by death during 
the year. Mrs. L. R. Thayer of Nowtoti- 
villo was called away from us duriug the 
past summer. Tho following resolution 
adopted by the board gives expression to 
our sense of loss occasioned by the death 
of this Indy. 

“As Trustoos of the Newton Cottago 
Hospital, wo are again reminded that 
death has taken from our midst during 
tho past year, another of our members, 
Mrs. L. R, Thayer, who, from the tiist 
opening of the Hospital, was an earnest 
aud efficient worker. 

In the Newtonville Guild, she was very 
active, always glad to speak in behalf of 
our Hospital work. Wo shall miss her 
greatly from our ranks. Let us be thank- 
ful for tho time she spent with us, and 
tho sweet influence sho left behind. She 
has gono to tho higher work awaitiug 
her, and as our work is thus from time 
to time interrupted by death, may we 
realize more fully that the “Time is 
Short,” and faithfully do what we can 
each day to aid and help those around 
us.” 

Another momber of this board, Mr. 
John A. Fenno of Newtonville, having 
been chosen by the citizens of Newton to 
be the Mayor of the city, ceases thus to 
be an elective trustee, aud becomes a 
member of tho board by virtue of his 
position as mayor under tho provisions 
of Articlo 5 of tho By-Laws. 

The trustees do not feel it necessary in 
this report, to outer iuto any extended 
fiuauciul details inasmuch ns all of these 
matters will be fully reported by the 
treasurer, and in tbe various papers to 
be herewith presented. 

They do, however, wish to make 
special meutiou of the most acceptable 
services rendered by a physician of the 
city as superintendent. The duties of 
the matron proving to be too arduous, 
Dr. F. G. Cuitis took charge under the 
direction of the executive committee, of 
various matters of detail without com- 
pensation, aud has given most thorough 
satisfaction to all concerned. The only 
question in tbe minds of this board is 
whether we should accept so much valu- 
able assistance without remuueration, 
but Dr. Cuitis is a representative of the 
spirit of the great body of the physioians 
of this city whose unselfish devotiou to 
the iutere-ts of the Hospital and whose 
skill aud fidelity have doue so much to 
make it what it is to-day. 

The trustees look forward iuto the 
future with great hope although with 
some anxiety. They aro gratified indeed 
with the success of the Hospital, but the 
greatness of that success makes it all the 
more necessary not only that there shall 
be increased liberality iu supporting it, 
but great wisdom in managing it. Every 
step forward leads ou to new questions 
and some of them of tho most delicate 
and perplexing character. 

Wo find ourselves to-day with a much 
larger work in hand than aiiy of us ever 
expected to see as the result of tho move- 
ment of a few years ago, and now that 
we are about engaging in this greatly en- 
larged Training TSuliool for Nurses, tbe 
trustees feel fully justified in developing 
it to such large proportions by three 
facts: 

First, th^t skilled nursing is growing 
to ho an occupation that offers to suit- 
able women a means of livelihood. 

.Second, there is a steady demand in 
the Hospital and in this city for more 
uurses than we are likely ever to supply. 

Third, the nurses thus far havo added 
to the income of the Hospital by their 
services outside. 

It will be remembered that their earu- 
iugs uutil their graduation are turned 
iuto the Hospital treasury. 

This may be the ptoper place to refer 
to the gratifying fact that the Hospital 
has two very helpful sources of income. 

First, that brought iu by the nurses, 
aud theu that paid by private patients. 

Tho aggregate from these two sources 
amounts iu the course of the year to 
quite a considerable sum, and will be 
still laiger us time goes on. 

We can but hope that whoever may he 
entrusted by the corporatiou with the 
management of the affairs of the Hos- 
pital for the new year, may realize the 
ueed of absolute fidelity and of the deep- 
est earnestness. 

While it is surely an honor to he the 
trustees of such an institution, it is no 
small responsibility to be entrusted with 
tho work of providing for tho care of 
over 350 sick persons, for tlio training of 
40 or more pupil nurses, and of securing 
and expending some $14, 000. 

The usual orders in regard to includ- 
iug the reports iu the annual leport were 
passed, aud ou motion of Dr. Lawrence, 
the resolution passed in regard to Miss 
Peters was ordered published also. 

TREASURER’S REItORT. 

Mr. George S. Bullous read his annual 
report, as follows : 

“We started the year 1892 with all 
debts paid aud $954.20 in the Treasury 
and a whole yeai’s woik before us with 
a sure prospect of paying out a lar^e sum 
money; but we went ahead feeling sure 
that the Hospital would he taken care of 
as it has been since we started. 


By reference to the detailed statement 
you will notice that wo have recoived 
trom all sources, including the baliinco 
on hand at the beginning of the year, 
$24,780.01, and that the whole amount of 
payments Is $17. 180. deleaving us $7,060.12 
ou hand to commence t,lio year 1893.

Now those who know and they are 
the large army of those who never buy 
any other— soy that the famous “Ferris” 
barns are as near perfection us uuvthing 
cau be in this imperfect world. A baked 
"Ferris’’ ham for dluuer will surely cause 
a genial smile to float all around the board 


THE TENT CATERPILLAR. 

\ DRSCRI I’TIO.N OF Til K I’F.STS AND TIIK MKTHODS OF THKIB DKSTItUf TIO.V. 



The TENT CATERPILLAR MOTH 
Uya iu eggs in July or Aug. on the small 
• twig* «.f various trees and shrubs, mostly 
on the apple and wild cherry, iu the 
form of a belt (ah seen in the plate, 
figure c) which encircles a small twig. 
This belt of eggs in covered by tho moth 
with a brown muciiaginoun substance 
which serves to fasten it firmly in its 
position while it protects it from the 
weather. The cocoons, figure d. are to 
be found in June on buildings, fences, 
etc., and can be easily destroyed. 

The Committtee recommend the 
owners of small places to free their tree* 
of the pests by removing the belts, figure 
c. Owners of large orchards are advised 
to spray their trees with an insecticide 
when the caterpillars are batched as the 
quality of the fruit is thereby improved. 
For an insecticide the Hatch Experiment 
Station advises a solution of one ponnd 
of Paris Green dissolved in 150 to 250 
gallons of water and kept well stirred. 
The Committee also recommends the 
all of above are life si/.E. cutting down of all worthless trees and 

shrubs which furnish a breeding place for kindred pests. 

The CANKER WORM is fully as destructive as the TENT CATERPILLAR and at 
times is very numerous; the worms hatch out when the leaves first^tart from the 
bud and after eating all the foliage, spin down and lie in the ground in the second 
state of their transition, until late in the fall or winter, when on warm days they 
come forth and commence crawling up the trees preparatory to laying their eggs in 
the forks of the small branches or close to the young twigs. As the female of this 
moth is wingless, the best method to destroy them is to catch them as they ascend 
the trunks of the trees, which can be easily done by putting on a strip of tar paper 
and smearing it with printer’s ink: keep the paper well smeared with ink and the 
moths, both male and female, will become victims of man’s ingenuity. After the 
worms are batched out in the spring, if they are numerous, spray as recommended 
for the Tent Caterpillars. 

The NEWTON HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY offers (to residents of Newton) to 
pay $1 for every collection of 1000 belts; no money will be paid for less than 1000 belts 
aud no collections will be received by the Committee after APRIL 30th, 1893. In 
addition to tlie above, a Special Prize of $10 will be paid to the person bringing in 
the greatest number of belts. 

The Committee consist of D. D. Slade, Chestnut Hill; Geo. F. Richardson, Newton 
Centre; A. T. Sylvester, Newtonville and L. H. Farlow, Newton, who will give 
receipts for all belts brought them, which receipts will be redeemed by the Treas- 
urer , Mr. A. T. Sylvester, Newtonville, upon presentation, on the basis of $1 for 1000 
belts.

OK ALOKRRA IN NINTH GRAMMAR 

ORAPK ADOPTED. 

The mayor presided Wednesday even- 
ing at the meeting of the school board. 

A communication was received from 
Master James W. Applebeeof the Adams 
school submitting his resignation. to t. »ke 
effect Feb. 1. 

An order was presented appointing A. 
F. Gilbert of Malden to the vacancy at a 
salary of flfXXh 

Superintendent Aldrich was interrogat- 
ed as to the efficiency of Mr. Gilbert for 
the position. Ho said the latter was a 
graduate of one of the Maine colleges, 
Hates college, he thought, and believed a 
college graduate in many ways desirable 
as a grammar school master. Mr. Gil- 
bert was now master of a Malden gram- 
mar school and iu charge of sixteen 
rooms. He bad been very successful 
there for two and a half years and had 
previous experience iu Gloucester and 
one or two other cities. From informa- 
tion obtained and a visit to his school iu 
Malden a verv favorable impression had 
been received. 

The appointment was confirmed. 

The regular rcpoit of the superinten- 
dent brought to tho board's attention 
the absence of algebra in the mathema- 
tics of the grammar course, and recom- 
mending the adoption of algebra as a 
ninth grade study. The necessity of an 
additional teacher in some of the gram- 
mar district* was mentioned, several of 
the masters having a greater number of 
rooms and scholars under their care than 
others. The following statistics showing 
the variance was submitted. Adams 
school, 0 rooms, i'll scholars; Bigelow, 
12 rooms, 458 scholars; Claflio. Grooms, 
252 scholars; Eliot, 11 rooms, 487 schol- 
ars; Hyde, 0 rooms, 22G scholars; Mason, 
14 rooms, 507 scholars; Pierce, 18 rooms, 
723 scholars; Prospect, 0 looms, 189 
scholars; Williams, 8 rooms, 273 scholars. 
The variauce between the Pierce and 
Prospect schools was called attention to, 
as illustrating the difference in tho care ( 
and work involved. The change pro- 
posed would not only rolieve the master 
but would concern the pupils, and the 
employment of additional teachers was 
recommended. 

The following text books were 
recommended: George’s Edition of 

Webster’s Speeches, for Ilicli school; 
Masterpieces of American Literature, 
The Stoddard Portfolio of Photographs, 
Potter’s and Butler’s Series of Geogra- 
phies for the primary schools. 

Mr. ilollis offered an order that iu 
districts containing 10 or more rooms, 
an additional teacher be employed as 
master’s assistant, the order taking pass- 
age. 

That part of the report referring to 
text books was referred to the proper 
committee. 

Mr. Mason presented an order for the 
adoption of algebra as a study iu the 
ninth grade. lie said the matter had 
been discussed by the committee aud it 
was thought advisable to put the order 
through at once. 

Mr. Smith thought algebra might be 
advisable as a study iu even lower grades 
than the ninth and requested the views 
of the superintendent. 

The latter did uot thiuk it advisable at 
present. His wish was to inaugurate 
such changes as suggested themselves, 
step by step and thought algebra should 
be limited for one or two years to this 
grade. 

The Mayor suggested that this addi- 
tional study might be taxing the ninth 
grade too sevetely, but ijupt. Aldrich had 
looked at the m it.ter carefully aud did 
not think the tax would he too much 

Mr. B md jeported for the finance com- 
mittee, and au order appropriating $11,- 
730.17 for expenses of the current month 
was passed. 

After some discussion a committee con- 
sisting of Messrs. Hollis, Blackett and 
Weed was appointed by the Mayor, upon 
an order adopted, to confer with com- 
mittees from other cities and towns of 
the commonwealth with regard to peti- 
tioning the legislature, to authorize the 
school boards to have the care aud con- 
trol of the school houses and furnishings. 
This matter w.»s laid over from last year. 

Mr. Ilollis iu explanation of the matter 
said one of the hills propose! was to 
authorize the school boards to select 
sites, purchaie land, construct the 
houses an I h <ve entire control of furnish 
ing, repairs md employment of janitors. 

Another hill authorized all hut the con- 
struction of the houses. 

The city council was requested to 
authoiiz-j 'he finance committee to trans- 
fer from the general appropriation the 
sum of $200 for conveyance of pupil*. 

The sum of $150 was appropri »red for 
the purchase of reference books for use 
iu the High school. 

The board adjourned.

REV. PR SHINS SAVA HE Pit) NOT TAKE 
THE KATAI.COI.P IN NEWTON. 

The Boston Herald printed the follow- 
ing interview on Wednesday: 

Rev. George Wolfe Shinn, 1). I)., rector i 
of Grace Church, Newton, whole, on 
Wednesday evening of last week. Bishop I 
Brooks performed his laRt official acta, | 
says that the statement that Bishop 
Brooks contracted the cold on that occa- 
sion w hich led to his death is incorrect. 
He states further that the bishop com- 
plained of having a sore throat when he 
iu lived in Newton. 

“For this reason,*’ continued Dr.Shion. 
“and also because the choir guild of 
Grace Church felt most grateful for the 
honor of his presence at their festival 
occasion, especial effort* were tnado by 
Mr. E. S. Hamblen, tho president of tho 
guild, to keep the bishop from any un- 
necessary exposure to the weather. Mr. 
Hamblen called for him in a close 
carriage a little after 5 p. in,, drove to tho 
Boston station, and than had another 
carriage in waiting to take him to tho 
hotel. 

‘The bishop seemed to enjoy tho eve- 
ning keenly. Ho was in good spirits, 
and made a most beautiful address to the 
guild and their guests about 0 30 o’clock. 

‘Happily, this address was taken down 
iu shorthand by a reporter who was 
present, and will be printed soon by the 
guild. It will have a unique interest for 
tho members and for many others as be- 
ing the very last official utterance of the 
noble man whom every one is mourning. 

“Ho left the hotel about 10 o’clock in a 
close carriage for the return train, and 
seemed to bo as well as when he camo to 
us. In fact, we would uot have dreamed 
of his being at all unwell except for the 
casual remark he made during the eve- 
ning about liis sore throat. 

“The correction is important to us 
only as absolving those who loved him so 
deeply from any carelessues* or even 
thoughtlessness for the comfort of one 
whoso life was so precious to the church 
and to the worli at large.”

riciiRflnt Pastimes. 

From Harper's Har.ar. 

Oao of tho favorite social diversions 
among young people this winter is tho 
circulating library party. Each guest 
invited to the evening’s entertainment 
selects a book title for representation 
No elaborate costuming is expected or 
required, the aim being rather to make a 
hit with tho smallest possible means at 
command. For instance, at a recant 
party a young lady wore in her hair a 
pair of pretty combs with tho price tags 
still attached. A casual observer might 
have thought she had completed her 
toilette hastily and overlooked them, 
llut keener wits detected their old 
friends “Tho Nowcomes,” with an ex- 
plosion of laughter. One young man 
plaintively paraded an extinguished 
candlo to symbolize “Tho Light that 
Failed.” . A leaf of a calendar for March 
15th did duty for “Middlemareh;” and a 
button-hole decoration of a bit of scarlet 
wick, affixed by a gilt toothpick, was 
held to represent ‘‘Pickwick.” 

“Throe Feathers,” “In Silk Attire,” 
“Tho Woman in White,” “A Bow of 
Orange Ribbon,” “White Wings,” “Tho 
Scarlet Letter,” and similar titles can be 
rendered literally if one chooses. It is 
not well always to be as ocoult as wns a 
certain young gentleman who bore on bis 
back a long, slender capital A, made of 
white wire. This device occasioned 
much bewildered conjecture, and not 
ono correct guess. When called upon to 
explain, he protested that any ono with 
an eye should be able to see that it w’as 
“In no sense A broad.” This was only 
reluctantly admitted as an adequate ren- 
dering of Mark Twain’s Innocents 
Abroad.” One representation which 
called forth many futile guesses was a 
white card-board shield, decorated with 
a oat rampant, with a pencil attached by 
a string to its tail, and the motto “E 
Pluribus Unum,” which eventually 
proved to bo that indispensable feature 
of a circulating library— the catalogue. 

Each guest on arriving receives a tally- 
card with pencil attached, and proceeds 
to write at the hoad of tho card his or 
her own name and book title. About an 
hour or an hour and a half is allowed 
for “circulating” in quest of information. 
Each one guesses as many titles as he 
can, and records them with the owners’ 
names on his card. When the boll is 
rung for time the cards are collected, and 
tho name and title at tine top of each 
card is copied to obtain a correct list. 
This list is read after the cards have 
been returned to their owners, and each 
cancels his iucorrect guesses. The 
greatest number of correct guesses re- 
ceives a prize, and the lowest number a 
booby prize. 

The book- title idea is also applied to a 
bright table game called “book-title 
illustrating.” Paper and pencils are 
doalt out. Each participant makes a 
meutal choice of a book title, and keeps 
it sedulously concealed from the rest. 
Each then proceeds to make as telling 
and graphic au illustration of his title us 
the limits of time and paper will admit 
of. Much elaboration is not desirable, 
as that cousumes time and makes the 
movement of the game too slow. Space 
must be left at tho top of the paper for a 
list of guesses. When time is called and 
work ceases, each passes his sketch to his 
next neighbor, who, after a brief study, 
registers his guess at tho title at the top 
of the page and turns it dowu on the 
under side, then passes it on to bis next 
left-hand neighbor, receiving in turn an- 
other sketch on his right. Each paper 
thus makes tho round, returning finally 
to his original owner, who writes on it 
the correct title, which is then compared 
with the recorded guesses. 

Sketching games and matches of all 
kinds are popular in these days of 
universal art education, wbou almost 
every one can wield a pencil or crayon to 
some extent. 

At a recent young girls’ luucheou, at 
which a baud of whilom schoolmates 
celebrated a reunion, a series of animal 
sketches provoked unbounded mirth. In 
the dining-room the girls’ pluces at table 
were indicated by cards benring, not a 
name, but instead some pretty or witty 
quotation with a personal allusion to the 
destined occupant of tho place. At tho 
conclusion of the meal, on their return 
to the drawing-room, they found the 
furniture increased by a black- board 
on au easel planted before them. Its 
presence was explained later. 

A folded scrap of paper was handed to 
each of the young ladies, bearing the 
name of au animal, which they were ad- 
monished to keep secret. They were 
then advised that they were expected to 
come up to the board in turn, and make 
a sketch of the animul assigned them, 
while the on-lookers were to guess ut the 
subject of tho representation. 

Let any one think it is easy to sketch 
even a familiar animal from memory 
make the attempt, and see whether or 
nut the result will remind her of the 
proverbial German professor’s camel. 
One young lady, whoso talent for decorat- 
ing w ith pen and brush is tho udiuiratiou 
of her circle of friends, had tho horse 
assigned to her, and managed to elabor- 
ate one which was promptly classified as 
a donkey by tho majority of those pres- 
ent. On tho other hand, u girl who pro- 
tested that she could not druw a line, 
with u few telling strokes made u capital 
success of a kangaroo.

Working on mountain Tups. 

Somo practical facta tiro furnished by 
tho experience of tho workmen engaged 
in tho construction of the now Central 
railway over the main range of moun- 
tains in Pern. Tho lino starts from 
Lima, in latitude 12 degs. Tho summit 
tunnel of this lino at Galeria is at tlio 
height of 15,045 feet, or a little under 
tho height of Mont Blanc, but it must 
bo remembered that tlio climatic condi- 
tions are very different and more un- 
favorable in Peru than in Europe. 

Mr. E. Lane, tho engineer in chief 
finds that the workmen up to an altitude 
of 8,000 to 10,000 feet do about tho same 
relative quantity of work as at sea level, 
provided they have been inured to the 
height or brought up in the country.

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A GOOD WORK. 


The Newtou Horticultural Society 
have uudortaken an admirable work in 
trying to rid the city of the tent cater- 
pillar ijest, and it is time that some 
organization came to the assistance of 
citizens who have been fighting single 
handed. It is very up-hill work for one 
■nan to endeavor to keep his trees clean, 
if his neighbor allows his to be overrun 
with the worms, as they multiply so fast 
Shat they can be exterminated only by 
united action. 

The pa9t few years have seeu whole 
orchards turn brown as if a fire bad 
passed over them, at the very time that 
they ought to present their most beauti- 
ful aspect, and many streets have been 
deprived of all their charm by the dis- 
gusting swarms of the worms which 
covered every tree and bush. 

The wild cherry tree seems to be the 
first and favorite breeding place and it 
has been recommendod that these trees 
be exterminated, as they present the ap- 
pearance of one mammoth nest of worms, 
and it would seem to be impossible to 
remedy the matter without going to 
more trouble and expense than the trees 
are worth. 

Last year the Horticultural Society of- 
ferred prizes and thousands of circlets of 
eggs were destroyed, but the cater- 
pillars seemed as plentiful as ever. 
This year tbtT society is receiving con- 
tributions from public spirited citizens, 
and the prizes offered ougnt to inspire 
the young collectors with fresh energy. 
This will de something, but the city 
government has been petitioned to do 
its part by taking care of the trees in tbe 
streets, which could be easily doue, as 
the city cau procure the necessary ap- 
paratus and go over a large tract iu a 
day. 

The Horticultural Siciety have an an- 
nouneemont in another column, witli au 
illustration showing the eggs as they 
appear on the tree, brauches at 'this 
season, and also a life size picture of the 
caterpillars, with which most people are 
already too familiar. 

The directions state that the best 
method is to remove the eggs before tbe 
trees leave out iu the spring, |but if this 
is not done, tbe next best thing is to cut 
off the uests as soon as they are visible, 
and burn them after saturating them 
WTith turpentine or naphtha. This is a 
•very successful method and can be easily 
clone with one of the patent tree trim- 
mers which are sold at auy store keeping 
garden tools. Burning them on the trees 
with a torch is less satisfactory, as 
enough worms will escape to start a 
Blew nest in the s irae place iu a few tfays. 
lit ■'.» hoped that a general efToit will be 
tmade both by the city government aud 
tbe citizens this spring, both for the sake 
of the beauty of the city, and also for tho 
preservation of the fruit, which lias bceu 
nearly a total failure for several years, 
owing to tbe worms. The State Horti- 
cultural Society have also taken action 
in the matter aud has petitioned the 
legislature to pass a ball giving city aud 
town governments power to exterminate 
insect pests on the high ways, at the ex- 
pense of the city or town. 


POLICE COMMISSIONS. 

A bill has been introduced iuto the 
legislature, this week, for the creation 
aud appointment of polioe commissions 
iu every city iu tbe state. Tlrie is au ex- 
tension of the system which has created 
*>o much Bcaudal iu liostou, iu connec- 
tion with politics, and it seems strange 
that auy sensible man could be found to 
* avor its further extension, after all that 
lias been charged against the practical 
workings of the scheme. 

We certainly do not waut auy such 
commission iu Newton, aud the Newtou 
representatives should be directed to 
make a vigorous fight against the bill, 
and to secure at least au ameudineut ex- 
cepting Newtou from its provisions. 
The bill is au unwarranted interference 
with local self-government, aud the com- 
mission would be au irresponsible one, 
as it is appointed by the governor, or 
perhaps we should say by his Council, 
aud tho people directiy interested would 
be powerless, as far as the commission 
is concerned, as they could uot be re- 
moved save ‘ by the advice aud couseut 
of the Council,” after their incapacity 
bad been proved at a public bearing. 

Tbe bill is shrewdly worded, but it is 
evident that there is more politics than 
unything else iu it, as it provides that the 
commission shall consist of three mem- 
bers chosen from the two political par- 
ties, by tbe governor “ with the advice 


and consent of the council,” and two 
shall constitute a quorum. Tho terms 
are to be for five years, and tho Com- 
mission shall have all the powers now 
held by the boards of Mayor and alder- 
i men. 

Take the case ot Newton, for an ex- 
ample. There is now uot a suspicion of 
politics in our police department, but it 
is managed solely for tbe best interests 
of the city. Suppose all this is changed, 
and a political commission made up, 
wherein one politieal party would bo In 
the majority. Immediately politics 
would outer in as a matter of course, and 
instead of having tho forco managed as 
now by a non-partisan Mayor and alder- 
men, there would bo opportunity for all 
sorts of political intrigue. If tho people 
of Newton did not approve, thoy would 
be laughed at by the commission, as t he 
members would be entirely independent 
of tbe citizens of Newton. If they satis- 
fied the governor or the Counoil, thoy 
would be secure against all attacks, |as 
they could easily avoid those flagrant 
offences, which would compel tho Coun- 
cil to consent to their removal. 

With such boards in every city in the 
state, there would be serious dauger of 
having them turned into a huge political 
machine, with some unscrupulous poli- 
tician to direct them from party head- 
quarters. The people of Massachusetts 
have always cherished the ideal of looal 
self-government, as one of their dearest 
possessions, and this scheme is an un- 
warranted interference with one of the 
foundation principles of our government. 


THE NEWTON COURT, j ZZ1 

The oommittee that has been sitting 
since the last legislature, cousideriug 
changes in the courts of the state, with 
a view to having a better organization, 
equalizing salaries, and simplifying le- 
gal proceedings, have made their report, 
and their recommendations will in all 
probability be adopted. 

Their recommendations that have a 
local interest are in regard to the New- 
tou police court, aud they recommend 
that its name shall be changed to the 
Eighth District court of Middlesex 
County. 

They also recommend an increase in 
the salary of the presiding judge of 
$200, and that the court shall have juris- 
diction in civil cases involving amounts 
up to $1,000, instead of the limit being 
only $.‘100 as now. This will be a great 
relief to the superior court, and will be 
acceptable to the people having sach 
cases. Under Judge Kennedy the civil 
business of the court has increased over 
200 per cent., while the number of crimi- 
nal cases has diminished. 

Judge Kennedy appears to haye fouud 
a very effective way of dealing with 
those convicted of drunkenness. In 
many cases he suspends sentence, and 
orders the oonvicted parties to report to 
the central office every night at 0 o’clock 
for two weeks or so, with the warning 
that auy repetition of the offence or a 
failure to report will result in the being 
taken to the bouse of correction. This 
policy has worked admirablj and some 
of the roost frequent visitors to the 
court have not only been kept from in- 
dulging in drink, but are keeping their 
families iu greater comfort thau they 
have ever known. Many pathetic stories 
might be told of tbe gratitude expressed 
by tbe wives and mothers of those who 
have been enabled to keep sober by such 
a policy. 

The result is shown by the great dim- 
inution iu the cases of diunkeuness 
brought before the court aud in the 
reformation of some of the old offenders. 
The sharp following up of those guilty 
of illegal liquor selling has also some- 
thing to do with this, as it is much more 
difficult now to find anything to drink, 
the “kitcheu bir-rooms” have 
Hrgely diminished in number and those 
that exist are conducted with so much 
secrecy that they are not the nuisance 
that they used to be, when there was 
but little attempt at concealment. Judge 
Kennedy’s policy has been very highly 
praised by Mr. Faxon and others inter- 
ested in temperance work, and judging 
from the court records we are in danger 
of becoming a model community, es- 
pecially now that Waltham has voted no 
license. 

In that city the district will embrace 
Waltham, Concord and Lexington, the 
court at Concord having so little to do 
that the commission recommends that it 
lie abolished. 


UNWISE LEGISLATION. 

There is a movement on foot to have 
the school committees of the cities aud 
towns in the State giveu entire charge of 
the school buildings, the buying of laud, 
and the erection of new school houses, 
aud it is said that there is a general 
movement among the various sohooi 
boards of the state to secure the requisite 
legislation at this session of the General 
Court. 

A stroug protest should be made 
against adding to the autocratic power 
aheady possessed by the school board. 
There is row no limit upon expenditures 
of money iu certain directions, except 
their discretion, and with such a law 
they could add largely to the iudebled- 
uess of a city, and the men cheseu for the 
especial purpose of looking after its 
financial ulfairs would be helpless. 

At pieseut, iu Newton, as iu other 
cities, the public property committee has 
charge of the school buildings, and auy 
schemes for the purchase of new sites, or 
the erection of uew school houses, have 
to stand the scrutiny of the oily couucil, 
who iu any case would have to provide 
the ways aud muaus for paying for such 
improvements. They are thus rendered 
more cautious about undertaking ex- 
travagant schemes, and being eleoted 
every year, they fuel that they are held 
to a more strict accountability to the 
people. 


Tho school committees are elected for 
a different reason than the members of a 
city council. The latter are selected, or 
should be, for their business abilities. 
And thoir experience in managing private 
business. The former, on tbe other 
hand, are chosen for their interest in 
and knowledge of educational matters, 
and their business qualifications aro not 
taken into consideration. A school 
board might bo composed of business 
men, or it might not, thoy might ho ablo 
to conduct tho business of buying land 
and building with a proper regard to 
values, and also to tho financial condition 
of tho city, but it would be much better 
to leave such matters as at prosont to a 
body of nion chosen primarily for that 
very purpose. The Sohooi boards now 
have such unlimited powor in most di- 
rections thnt it scorns that that ought to 
satisfy them, and their dut ios aro already 
onerous enough without taking up those 
that properly belong to another depart, 
meut of tho city govornmeut. 

It is hardly probablo that the proposod 
legislation will paRS, if tho peoploaro 
aroused to the importance of tho objec- 
tions that oan easily be brought against 
it. 


Are lot owners interested in the ap- 
pearanoo of the Newton Cemetery? 
This is a question the trustees are in- 
clined to answer in the negative every 
year, when they see the annual meeting 
of the corporation without a quorum 
present aud business has to bo suspended 
until the highways can be soarohed for 
men enough to make it possible to do 
business. There are hundreds of lot 
ownors in the oity and it ought to be an 
easy thing to get half of them at an an- 
nual meeting. Some of tho trustees 
think the small attendance argues in- 
difference, but wo should say that it 
shows rather a complete confidence in 
the wisdom of the trustees and their 
management. If there was auy dissatis- 
faction it would bo easy enough to get a 
quorum, but as every lot owner is entirely 
satisfied, he thinks it is not worth while 
to take the trouble of going to a purely 
formal meeting. Nevertheless as the 
trustees are called upon to do so much 
gratuitous service during the year, it 
would be a very small return for tbe lot 
owners to turn out in largo numbers at 
tho annual meeting next Wednesday even- 
ing, just by way of variety, aud give 
something more than a silent expression 
of their satisfaction with the manage- 
ment of the Cemetery. 


The Forum for February has several 
articles of local interest, ouo of which is 
a criticism of ‘‘The Public Schools of 
Boston” by Dr. J. M. Rice. He found 
much to commend iu his visits to dif- 
ferent schools, but he does not think the 
Boston schools have yet reached perfec- 
tion in spite of their high reputation, 
and he found mauy things to criticise 
unfavorably. Ho thinks the particular 
weakness lies iu the primary grades, al- 
though even in the grammar grades he 
fouud such a marked difference in dif- 
ferent schools as to make the observer 
believe that they could not belong to the 
same system. The paper is of value to 
all who are interested iu school work, as 
most of the criticism has a wide applica- 
tion. Among other valuable papers are 
“Iinmiuent danger from tho Silver Pur- 
chase Act,” by Congressman Geo. Fred 
Williams; “Tariff Reform, Retrospective 
aud Prospective” by David A. Wolls; 
“Emotional Tension and the Modern 
Novel” by F. Marion Crawford, aud 
“How to Solve the Housekeeping Prob- 
lem” by Miss Francis M. Abbott. 


Tiik death of Bishop Brooks has boon 
the saddest eveut of the year, and it 
came so suddeuly that the great loss to 
the publio is the more deeply felt. Tho 
tributes that have been paid to him by 
the newspapers aud by men of all shad s 
of religious belief show how uuiversal 
was the affection aud esteem for one of 
tbe greatest preachers of tbe age. His 
sympathies were so broad aud generous 
that his words always fouud a respouso 
in every hearer. There have been other 
great preachers but there has been only 
one Phillips Brooks. He had no thought 
to spare for self, but his whole mind and 
heart was giveu to the message 1m had to 
deliver, and therein lay one secret of his 
success. Ho leaves a vacaucy iu the 
religious world which no one seems 
c impotent to fill und the sense of loss is 
felt not only iu his own. but in all the 
churches and denominations. 


At the meeting of the Governor’s 
Council, yesterday, Mr. J. R. Leesou 
moved the confirmation of Mr. Sayles to 
bo savings bank commissioner, lie said 
that tbe responsibility of selection rested 
solely with the governor aud he had 
made enquiries which satisfied him that 
Mr. Sayles was lit for the place, although 
he was not au ideal cuudidate. This is 
the nomination on which last year’s 
couucil took issue with the governor, as 
it desired to compel him to reappoint 
the present incumbent. Mr. Leesou’s 
reputation for fairuoss was well illus- 
trated iu his speech, aud is what bis 
friends expected from him. Were all 
the other members of the council of the 
same character the council would uot be 
a political issue. But petty politics pre- 
vailed aud Mr. Leesou was voted down, 
u committee being appointed with Mr. 
Rice as a member, to consider Mr. 
Sayles' nomination. 


“The Americau Women Remon- 
strants,” whoever they may be, aro send- 
ing out circulars iu regard to Mr. H. B. 
Blackwell’s appeal to Republicans to 
retrieve the party’s disasters by adopting 
woman suffrage as an issue. The re- 
monstrants argue that Mr. Blackwell 
must have a very low estimate of women 
if lie thinks they have no convictions 
whatever on any of the political quo* 
tious of the day, but will Hock to which- 
ever party gives them the ballot. The 


point scorns to be well taken, and as Mr. 
Blackwell used Wyoming as an illustra- 
tion, tho remonstrants suggests that ho 
is not very well posted in current 
political history or he would know that 
Wyoming wont Democratic at the last 
olertion, “largely through the votes of 
women.” 

The Republican Gi.vb of Massachu- 
setts has preferred tho prosperity of the 
country to petty politics by passing tho 
following resolutions: 

Whereas, the not of July 14, 181)0, lias 
served its purpose in averting unlimited 
froo coinage; 

Whereas, tho recent exports of gold 
render nioie progressive legislation 
necessary, aR proposed list spring in the 
platform of the Massachusetts Republi- 
can convention; 

Resolved, that the silver purchasing 
clause of the act of July 14, 1800, should 
bo immediately repealed. 

Resolved, that we ur e upon all sena- 
tors and representatives the necessity of 
immediate action. 

RoBolvod, that a copy of these resolu- 
tions be sent to ovory mo tuber of tho 
ITuited States Senate and House of 
Representatives. 

Tiie Hatch Experiment Station of tho 
Massachusetts Agricultural College has 
issued bulletin No. 20, which deals with 
tout caterpillars aud canker worms aud 
tho best way to destroy them, and will 
sond it to any individual who may be in- 
terested euough to request it. The ad- 
dress of the station is Amherst, Mass., 
and these pests have done so muoh dam- 
age in Newton that there ought to be a 
largo number anxious to learn of the 
best means of getting rid of them. 


The Boston Post has unearthed a let- 
ter written by Councillor David Hall Rioo, 
in 1883,in which ho sails into the Republi- 
can party, upholds Gen. Butler’s course in 
regard to Tewksbury and other institu- 
tions, and proclaims his purpose to vote 
for Butler in preference to Robinson. It 
can hardly be surprising, however, that 
a man of Mr. Rice’s character and quali- 
ties, ns displayed in his speeches and 
letters, should have preferred a Butler 
to a Robinson. Tbe latter was more of 
a patriot than a politician. 

The first committee heariug at the 
State house, after three weeks of doing 
nothing, was before the committoo on 
cities, in regard to exempting temporary 
loans from the debt limit of cities. Mayor 
Fonno au/i the legislative committee of 
Newtou were present, and there were a 
large number from other cities, all iu 
favor of tbe proposed legislation. 


Col. Samuel E. Winslow of Wor- 
cester succeeds Ebeu S. Draper as chair- 
raau of tbe Republican state committee. 
He is a young man, a Harvard graduate 
of tbe class of ’80, and a manufacturer of 
screws in Worcester. He is very popular, 
a good deal of a hustler iu politics, and 
much is expected of him in his new posi- 
tion. 


SEWER DIFFICULTIES 


WHICH WERE ENCOUNTERED RY ONE OF 
THE CONTRACTORS. 

Groat interest is being taken by resi- 
dents of Newtou in the developments 
arising out of the failure of Maj. A. A. 
Hall to complete tho building of tbe 
sewer system of that city. 

Maj. Hall had ample financial resour- 
ces aud everything proceeded rapidly. 
Oue day the workmen on the Newtou 
Centre section root with an obstruction 
which neither shovels nor blasting pow- 
der nor immense pumps could master. 
Beds of quicksand extended - " for more 
than half the length of the proposed 
route. 

On one street, iudoed, the contractor, 
with a largo force of men, enormous en- 
gines aud large pumps, worked from 
May until the proseut time, aud made 
only about 100 feet. 

Tho surface of a field slumped in as 
tho big pumps worked; the wall on the 
street tumbled over, and finally the sur- 
face of t;jo street itself, on both sides of 
the big trench, sunk 10 loct or more 
from its natural position. 

In other sections of the city Maj. Hall 
had mot with tho same unsurmouutable 
difficulties, aud finally tbe machinery 
stood idle and tbe work came to a stand- 
still. 

Mr. Arthur F. Means, counsol for Maj. 
Hall, at once took hold of the tangled 
mass and quickly and skilfully straight- 
ened out the difficulties to the satisfac- 
tion of the city, so that work was taken 
up by the city itself, with tho co-oper- 
ation and assistance of Maj. Hall, where 
he left oil 

lu view of tho circumstances, and by 
advice of many of tho best citizens of 
Newtou, Maj. Hull has presented a pe- 
tition to the city authorities asking that 
bo be reimbursed for the tremendous 
outlay of money, which lias practically 
ruined him, caused by the peculiar 
character of the work.

It is unreasonable to fear that the 
formal exclusion of religious instruction 
will be followed by an attempt to thrust 
out religious subjeots and sentiments from 
our text bookK and courses of study. The 
church and home, as at present organized 
and conducted, are not adequate to the task 
of giving systematic and effective moral 
training to the ohildren of all the peopie: 
therefore, the public school uuder a law of 
compulsory attendance should be required 
to supplement the efforts of tho home and 
churci. A code of ethics which Is not 
drawn from the Christian religion will not 
meet the demands of civilization. A rising 
vote of thanks was given Professor Good- 
win for the presentation of his grand ideas 
for “Character Building” which was really 
the theme of the hour.

The dimensions of the entire floor spues are 
58x28. The general delivery office 1s of the 
monitor pattern, extending into a spacious 
lobby. The lobby is eutered through u 
vestibule, which has a direct entrance on 
Washington street and also a side en- 
trance. Ou the right of the general room, 
or postoftlce apartment, the money order 
und registered letter offices arc located, ad- 
joining the private apartment of the post- 
muster. On the left the telegraph station 
occupies a small corner reoess. The cas- 
ings are ash, with overhead glass work, 
surmounted by a heavy cornice. There Is 
less of the solid woodwork In the general 
finish customary in most offices of the same 
class, and the effect Is more pleasing, be- 
side making the working quarters more 
light aud airy. The whole Interior appear- 
ance is very attractive, especially the lobby 
ami general delivery room, with ceilings in 
light buff and richer colored borders, the 
side walls being treated iu a harmonizing 
shade of terru cotta. The fittings of the 
office consist of 7U0 cull boxes aud 104 of 
the lock pattern. The equipment com- 
prises a registered letter uud luouey ordei 
ease, dumping and stumping tables, make- 
up ease, portable wardrobe uud stock 
closet. The postmaster's sanctum coutaina 
a huudsome oak roll top desk aud office 
furniture to mutch. There are toilet rooms 
connected w ith the main office to widen 
there is a side entrance. The po itofflee 
fittings were supplied by John Lane, Mil- 
ford, N. 11.

WIND WINDS A CLOCK. 

An ttiffcnlnuft Contrivance of nn Inventor 
in IIcIrIiiiii. 

The Garre do Nord, Brussels, has been 
fitted with a mechanical wonder in the 
pliapo of a clock, which, although con- 
stantly exposed to all kinds of weather, 
never gets out of repair, nor does it need 
to he wound by tho hand of man. It is 
n perpetual timekeeper of the most unique 
8nd original design, tho running weight 
being kept in constant motion either ( 
through the influence of gravitation, as 1 
When on the descending trip, or 1a* the 
wind's action on a fan attachment which 1 
muses the weight to rise to a level with 
tho top of the framework. Tho winding 
r.t tnchment is not a windmill of the reg- 
ulation typo, but is a fan placed in a 
common chimney, tho paddles being act- 
ed upon by tho natural “up enst” or 
"draft.” 

As soon as this fan has raised the ! 
“running weight” to its extreme height. | 
the cord to which tho weight i9 attached 
acts on a wheel which throws n brake 
into gear, and the more rounds of cord 
that aro added, so much more strongly 
does the brake act to prevent tho weight 
from rising any higher, tho checking 
tendency being transmitted to the fan 
wheel with every revolution. 

A simple pawl arrangement prevents 
tho down draft from exerting any con- 
trary influence on tho fan wheel. There 
is not. as ono might suppose on first 
thought, any necessity of having a fire

Something was said about $300,000 
more for the institution, but it did not 
materialize. In all other ways it was a 
great success. The lmll wns finely decorat- 
ed with the American flag aud bunting of 
white, red nnd blue. Mr. Harlow was 
prominent ns chairman of the club, and 
Mr. Green of the executive committee. 

—The service of re-dedleotion of the 
Unitarian church took place last Sunday 
afternoon, a congregation of more than G00 
completely filling the enlarged auditorium. 
The service, which was very impressive, 
was conducted by the pastor. Rev. Alexan- 
der T. Bowser, with the assistance of Rev.

Howard N. Brown of Brookline. Fifteen 
minute addresses were given by Rev. F. B. 
Hornbrooke of Newton, upon “The Mean- 
ing and Vnlue of Public Worship;" Rev.

“The Social Work of a Church," and Mr. 
Wni. II. Baldwin of Boston, subject, “The 
Place and Use of tlie Sunday School." A 
ietter of congratulation from Mrs. Steb- 
bins, widow of the first pastor of the 
church, wns road by Mr Bowser. The 
music, under the direction of Mr. Chap- 
man, was of special excellence. At the 
close of the service the whole building was 
lighted nnd thrown open for inspection by 
those interested. The church building is 
located at the corner of Parker nnd Centre 
streets, nnd lias been enlarged at a cost of 
about $11,000. Tlie work lias been carried 
out from plans of Kendall & Stevens, archi- 
tects, and the result is a very attractive and 
convenient building. The seating capacity 
of the auditorium lias been increased from 
200 to 4->0, and its present dimensions are 
100x40 feet. An L has been added in tlie 
rear to tlie main structure, and contains a 
Sunday school class room 40x30, ami ladles’ 
parlors connecting, the latter separated by 
large folding doors from the class rooms, 
and so arranged that both can be thrown 
into one general apartment. In the base- 
ment, a nail and supper room lias been 
finished off. Tlie dimensions of the 
apartments are 12x45, and it is fitted up 
with a srnull stage for entertainments. The 
interior finish is hard pine, with pews, pul- 
pit and choir gallery in quartered oak. Tlie 
class room in tlie L is finished in white- 
wood, and the ladies’ parlor treated in the 
ivory coloring effects, both walls and wood 
work with soft ceiling tint>. There is a 
very handsome Dutch open tiled fireplace 
in the parlor, the gift of the society of 
King’s Daughters connected with the 
church. The walls of the audience room 
are treated in a delicate shade of blue, witli 
buff ceiling tints.

Hi shop Brooks’ Funeral. 

The funeral of the late Right Rovorond 
Phillips Brooka, which ocourred Thurs- 
day at Trinity Church, Boston, wns a 
most solemn and improssivo occasion, 
devoid, as was t ho character of tho de- 
oeasod, of all display yet grand in its 
simplicity and richno.sa. 

The privilege granted the public to 
look again upon the lace of him whom 
they loved wns highly appreciated nnd 
between the hours of 8 and 11 a con- 
tinuous double line passed through the 
western porch upon oitlior sido of the 
casket and mi most the opportunity was 
doubtless a great satisfaction. 

By 11.80 o’olock the church was well 
filled practically every soat and most of 
the standing room being occupied by an 
earnest nnd affectionate people assem- 
bled for the last solemnities. Almost at 
the stroke of 12 o’clock the first notes of 
the funeral dirge were sounded upou the 
organ ns the doors swung oyen and the 
procession entered with Bishop Williams, 
presiding Bishop of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church of the United States, in 
the load, rociting the ritual ot tho 
church. 

The caskot was borne upon the 
shoulders of ten Harvard Students who 
had applied for tbo privilege and who 
deposited their snerod burden upon the 
bier at the top of tho ohancol steps in 
front of the chancel rail. After the 
chant by tho choir Bishon Potter read 
with evident emotion tlie losson and the 
congregation joined iu singing the Hymn 
of the Hymnal, after wliiolt the prayers 
were pronounced by Bishop Williams. 
Tho services woro brought to a closo by 
tho singing of a hymn, during which the 
body was borne from tho church and a 
second service was held out of doors for 
the beuetit of those assembled iu Copiey 
square, numbering some threo thousand 
people. These services woro conducted 
by tho Reverend Winchester Donald, 
Rector of Triuity Church, and as leaflets 
containing the hymn “O, God our help 
iu ages past," having been distributed 
among the people they woro all onnblod 
to join in the singing. 

It was indeed an impressive spectacle 
ana another evidence of tlie affectionate 
memory in which the beloved loader aud 
teacher was held by the public. 

Business was generally suspended 
throughout the city, the morchaut, 
tho tradesman and tho manu- 
facturer spontaneously joining in the 
geueral attribute to tho worth of this 
great man who has lived tlie pattern of 
his master in our midst aud touched all 
lives by his higher life. Thus Phillip 
Brooks has passed into history and many 
lives will be the nobler for his having 
jived.
